Breasting a Stiff Breeze--Im- 
posing Sight For Thousands of 
Visitors at World’s Fair

Made Good Speed Even While 

St. Louis, Nov. j.—After circling in 
| every direction at a height of 2000 feet 
above the Cascades, in sight of thou- 
sunds of cheering, enthusiastic specta- 
tors on the World's Fair grounds, A. R 
Knabenshue of Toledo, in cognmand ot 
Thomas S. Baldwin's airship, Califor- 
ila Arrow, returned to the place from 
which he started, covering 3% miles, 
part of the way against an eight-mile 
wind. 

Knabenshue started from the aero- 
nautic concourse at 8:37 p. m. and re- 
turned at 4:05 p.m. On the return trip 
the airship sailed slowly over the exact 
spot from which it had risen 28 min- 
utes previously and glided about 100 
feet further west, where it settled 
gracefully to the ground. 

The descent of the Arrow was the 
signal for a great demonstration. 
Dozens of eager hands were upstretched 
to grasp the frame of the flying ma- 
chine, which, with its navigator, was 
carried around the coneourse on the 
shoulders of shouting men. 

The successful flight followed a day 
of discouragement. Baldwin and Kna- 
benshue bad worked for 26 hours with- 
out sleep to prepar: for the flight, and 
the first attempt, with Baldwin him- 
self in command of the airship, had 
ended disastrously, the Arrow falling 
suddenly to the ground and breaking a 
blade of the propeller. 

In half an hour the airship, repaired, 
was again brought from the aerodrome 
and at a signal from Knabenshue, was 
cast loose and the motorstarted. The 
Arrow rose slowly and easily, its prow 
directed toward the west. When ata 
height of 25 feet, Knabenshue turned 
the rudder and continued its flight. 

Knabenshue at that time was not 
high enough to csr the aeronautie 
fenve and as he rugidly approached it, 
the crowd held its breath, fearing 
that the craft would be dashed against 
the barricade and the aeronaut in- 
jured or killed. 3ut Knabenshue, 
waving his cap to assure those who 
were following his every move, moved 
toward the rear of the airship. The

rousing cheers. The “chug” of the 
motor could be plainly heard and the 
rays of the sun glistened on the polished 
blades of the propeller, making a halo 
around the prow of the flying machine. 
After proceeding about half a mile 
westward, Knabenshue turned about 
and again passed over the concourse, 
at the same time increasing his altitude 
until he was 2000 feet above the earth. 

Sailing first to the northeast and 
then to the southeast, occasionally mak- 
{ng complete turns, Knabenshue con- 
tinued in a generally easterly direction 
urtil over the Cascades, the centre of 
the World's Fair grounds, and abouta 
mile and a half in a direct line from 
the point of starting. 

At about that time the barely per- 
ceptible breeze that had been blowing 
from the west, increased to about eight 
miles an hour, and veered to the north. 
In order to return to the starting point 
it was necessary to breast this breeze. 
Apparently the first effort to turn the 
airship was unsuccessful, but Kna- 
benshue, after trying to turn to the 
left, swung the rudder sharply in the 
other direction, and the Arrow came 
into the wind, staggered a moment, 
and then, gaining power, sped toward 
the concourse at a speed that caused 
the spectators to cheer and toss hats in 
the air. The demonstration was ob- 
served by Knabenshue, who leaned 
far out, and waved an empty ballast- 
bag in reply. 

Without deviation, the California Ar- 
row continued on in the teeth of the 
breeze, gaining speed and rushing to- 
ward the concourse !n an imposing man- 
ner. When about a few hundred feet 
of the concourse Knabenshue moved 
forward in the car, the Arrow pointed 
downward and sailed toward the 
ground without any slackening of speed. 

Knabensbue entered the concourse 
from the east at a height of 200 feet, 
and slowly the speed of the motor di- 
rected the airship over the wooden 
frame that had supported the Arrow be- 
fore the filght. The momentum was 
too great to admit of stopping exactly 
in the place from which he had made 
the ascent, but the airship settled to 
the ground within 100 feet of the dock.

At the outset one will notice that 
only 3,565 individuals of the city, out 
of a total of 30,000 population, are 
assessed for property. This is one in 
every eight or nine however, or the 
head of one family in every two. 

Property is owned in Quincy by 1630 
non-resident individuals, about half as 
many non-residents as residents. 

The number assesed for a poll tax is 
8,305, and the number for a poll tax 
only is 6,611, so that only 1,694, poll 
taxpayers own property. 

Only poll taxpayers can vote, and it 
is probable that all the 1694 who owa 
property are pot qualified as voters, | 
perhaps not over 1600. 
in three in a total of 5134 is a property 
taxpayer. 


| 
The land of the city is assessed for 


over a million dollars more than the 
buildings, 
taxes are borne by the real estate, 15 
per cent by the personal estate, and 
less than 4 per cent by the poll tax 
payers. 

The comparisons for three and seven 
years are of interest, showing the 


growth of the city, or how the Asses- 


sors make the property holders thiok 
they are getting rich. 

But in seven years the number of | 
property taxpayers has increased from 
5243 to 6230; a gain of over 18 per cent. 

The single polls have increased in the 
same time from 9,776 to 12,841, a gain 
of 3,065 or over 51 per cent. 

The increase in the value of buildings | 
has been greater of late than in the 
value of land, particularly during the 
three years of Mayor Bryant since 1901. 
There was a time, not many years ago, 


when the land was assessed higher than} 


the buildings. 

The number of horses and cows are 
on the decrease. 

The great gain in new houses will be 
the subject of a separate article to- 
morrow.

From their immediate bivyouacs both 
armies calmly behold each other, and 
are able to distinguish each other's en- 
trenching gangs as they drop their 
tools when relieved. These observa- 
tions are made from points of vantage 
immediately outside the range of the 
artillery, which is intermittent in its 
practice against the principal emi- 
nences, 

Japanese shells are daily breaking on 
Pagoda hill, which is the most con-

Host of New York People Turn 
Out to Hear Parker Speak 


A PROLONGED OVATION 


fwenty-Four Minutes of Un- 


broken Cheering Upon Ap- 


pearance of the Candidate-- 


Discusses National Topics 


New York, Novy. 1—Judge Parker 
last night made his first platform ap- 
pearance, away at 


from his home 


Esopus, since his nomination as the 
Democratie candidate for president. 
He addressed a monster mass meeting 
held in Madison Square garden, where 
his reception was attended by a demon- 
Stration seldom equalled, both in the 
intensity and the duration of the en- 
thusiasm displayed. 

Not only was the appearance of Par- 
ker cheered, but every mention of his 
name by speakers who preceded him 
provoked outbreaks of applause. The 
tumult of unrestrained enthusiasm 
which accompanied Parker's entrance 
to the garden was in contrast to the 
close attention given him during his 
speech. 

Judge Parker's speech was of a char- 
acter intended to appeal to the popular 
demand as well as to the audience which 
gathered upon invitation of the Par- 
ker and Davis Business Men's associa- 
tion, under whose auspices the meet- 
ing was held. It dealt with methods 
of collecting campaign funds, and In 
this respect the candidate took severely 
to task his Republican opponents, fol- 
lowing the line of a speech made _ re- 
cently at Rosemount on the same sub- 
ject. He discussed the tariff and 
trusts. He told of his partwipation in 
political campaigns and asked his audi- 
ence if It would not like to return to 
what he termed the old-fashioned prin- 
ciples, and his effort was a scathing 
arraigninent of the present administra- 
tion from the Democratic point of view. 

Two hours before Parker was sched- 
uled to arrive at Madison Square gar- 
den it was evident there would not be 
one seat vacant in the mammoth struc- 
ture. At 4:30 p. m. the line in front of 
the Madison square entrance began to 
form, The doors were not opened until 
6 o'clock. Under control of 850 police- 
men, the crowd entered the building 
in an orderly manner, In less than 
two hours standing room was at a 
premium and many were turned away, 
unable to get near the garden. 

The meeting was called to order at 8 
o’clock by President Robb of the Busi- 
ness Men’s association, who introduced 
Isidor Straus, as chairman. Mr. 
Straus took up the subject of tariff re- 
form, which alone he declared to be 
sufficient to make the great mass of 
thinking voters cast their ballots for 
Parker. The demonstration of the few 
moments before then was repeated and 
outdone.

His references to New York caught 
the crowd and when some one ina far 
corner of the garden returned the 
compliment by loudly cheering for the 
sunny south, nearly everyone in the 
garden responded. 

Mr. Smith had just begun a discus- 
sion of President Roosevelt's Panama 
policy when, at 9 o’clock, Mr. Parker en- 
tered the building by the entrance be- 
neath the platform, but before he came 
within the view of the audience the 
signal of his approach had been given 
and the terrific cheering started. 

Everybody in the garden sprang to 
their feet. The applause was one con- 
tinous roar. After 16 minutes came a 
moment’s lull and Straus tried to quiet 
the demonstration, but failed. Another 
minute passed and Parker stepped to 
the fore, but this tended only to excite 
the audience, which refused to subside

DEADLY AND WANTON 


Commissioners Thus Character- 
ize Attack on Trawlers 
London, Nov. 1.—Four commission- 
ers, representing the board trade 
and owners, who were sent Oct. 25 
at the sugg#stion of the foreign office 
to ascertain the damage done to the 
North sea trawlers by the Russian see- 
ond Pacitic squadron, have just re- 
turned and presented a verbal report 
confirming the reports that some of 
the trawlers were seriously damaged 
by shells and machine gun fire, while 
others suffered in a smaller degree. 
Trawls and fishing gear were de- 
stroyed or damaged, they say, and frag- 
ments of a four-inch shell which burst 
on the deck of the trawler Thrush and 
many other evidences of the “deadly 
and wanton attack” were found, while 
the working efficiency of the whole 
fleet is seriously diminished in conse- 
quence of the crews being unnerved 
and unable to work with their aec- 
customed energy.

Death of Archbishop Elder 

Cincinnati, Nov. 1—Most Rey. Wil- 
liam Henry Elder, archbishop of Cin- 
cinnati, died last night after suffering 
four days from a case of la grippe, 
complicated with extreme weakness. 
The archbishop was conscious to the 
end and his last words were a prayer. 
He then kissed a crucifix with a peace- 
ful smile on his face and breathed his 
last. Archbishop Elder was in his 86th 
year and was not only the oldest prelate 
in years, but also in tenure in this coun- 
try. He ~ad presided over this arch- 
diocese for a quarter of a century and 
previously was almost as long bishop 
of Natchez, Miss. 


Peace Note Well Received 
Washington, Nov. 1.—Secretary of 
State Hay’s note to the powers, invit- 


ing them to convene another confer- 
ence at The Hague, has been very 
cordially received by the diplomatie 


corps. The majority of the embassies 
and legations whose governments bave 
received the invitation have personally 
informed their foreign offices that the 
call is entirely independent of the pres- 
ent war and in no sense can be consid- 
ered as a step in the direction of inter- 
vention in that conflict. 


Nervy Bandit In Custody 
Tucson, Ariz. Nov. 1.—A masked man 
entered a Saloon here and, having 
lined eight players, hands up, against 
the wall, was relieving them of their 
money when Policeman Wheeler en- 
tered and exchanged shots with him. 
The bandit fell wounded and as he lay 
on the tioor shot himself in the head. 
He was overpowered and taken to a 
hospital. An accomplice stationed 
outside the saloon fired one shot at the 

otlicer, but missed. He escaped. 


Not In Accord With Kaiser 

Berlin, Nov. 1—It is reported that 
the federal council has expressed the 
opinion that the present regent of 
Lippe-Detmold, Prince Leopold, is en- 
titled to the regency, and that other dls- 
putes relative to the succession should 
be decided by a court formed under 
the presidency of some German prince. 
This action is in conflict with Em- 
peror William’s statement that the 
legal questions concerning the regency 
were not clear. 


Bulgaria and Servia at Peace 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 1—King Peter 
of Servia left this city last night for 
home. Prior to his departure the king 
and Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria re- 
viewed the troops and afterwards held 
a long conference at which the Bulga- 
rian premier was present. All the 
newspapers speak in a laudatory tone 
of the visit of King Peter and welcome 
the establishment of cordial relations 
between the two countries. 


Russian Troops and Mob Clash 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 1.—The issu- 
ance of an order by the governor gen- 
eral of Warsaw for the troops to fire 
at assailants, instead of in the air, if 
they were pelted with stones, led toa 
demonstration at Wola and Cossacks 
with drawn swords charged the mob, 
many persons on both sides being 
wounded. 


Careless Handling of Pistol 

Westfield, N. Y., Nov. 1.—To frighten 
Hallowe’en merrymakers last night, a 
bullet fired by Harold M. Wilcox 
struck John Barling, aged 14, in the 
mouth. He staggered across the street 
and dropped dead. Wilcox carried the 
body of the dead boy to his house and 
notified the police, who took him into 
custody. 


New Charges Against Andre 
Paris, Nev.1.—The agitation against 
Minister of War Andre is increasing in 
intensity. M. Guyot Devilleneuve, 
the deputy whose charges brought on 
the critical vote in the chamber, gave 
notice that he will present new charges 

against General Andre on Friday. 


Died as He Finished Prayer 

Pittsburg, Nov. 1—Captain Hugh 
Adams, a Civil war veteran and for 
eight years chaplain of encampment 
No. 1, Union Veteran league, dropped 
dead from apoplexy last night just as 
he had finished the chaplain’s prayer 
at a meeting of the league.

TO MAKE LONG FLIGHT 


Inventor Baldwin Satisfied With 
His Airship Demonstrations 
St. Louis, Noy. 2.—A second success- 

ful filght of the Baldwin airship was 

made at the world’s fair, under the guid- 
ance of A. R. Knabenshue, who maneu- 


yered the California Arrow at will high 
above the Exposition grounds and de- 
scended amid cheering thousands, after 
a flight of 86 minutes. 

On Monday Knabenshue took the air- 
ship up to an altitude of 2000 feet and, 
circling around, descended within 100 
feet of his starting point. Yesterday 
he went up to an altitude of about 1600 
feet and descended on the exact spot 
upon which he had decided to land. 

Owing to the large crowd gathered 
within the concourse enclosure, Inyen- 
tor Baldwin admonished Knabenshue 
at the start not to attempt to land in 
the concourse enclosure, but to chpose 
some spot without, and near by, where 
he would not be in danger of striking 
spectators. Knabenshue chose the 
Stadium enclosure and came down just 
as he intended to do. 

Satisfied with the demonstrations of 
the airship over short courses during 
these two trials, Baldwin announced 
that Knabenshue will undertake a 15- 
mile flight over a designated course to 
be left to newspaper men, and the 
flight to be made regardless of the 
wind conditions.

One 15-centi- 
metre gun was dismounted and another 
damaged. One gun on the northern 
fort of East Keekwan mountain was 
destroyed, 

“Irom 2 o’clock in the afternoon other 
siege guns were directed against the 
trenches on all slopes of Sungshu moun- 
tain and Rihlung mountain and against 
the trenches on the south side of Poh- 
sian mountain. All these trenches were 
heavily damaged by 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

“A portion of our right wing charged 
against the trenches on Sungshu moun- 
tain and a portion of our center wing 
charged against the trenches on Rih- 
lung monntain and on the southern part 
of Pohsian mountain and took posses- 
sion of them without heavy loss. 

Simultaneously with the occupation 
of the places from which the Russians 
had been driven, the enemy posted in 
the forts in their vicinity, in conjune- 
tion With the forts on West Sitai Yang: 
kou, Mantao mountain, Golden hill, Pai 
Yua mountain and Laichus, concentrat- 
ing his fire against the points where our 
assaults were progressing. The en- 
emy’s shells were defective. <A large 
mine exploded on the slope of Rihlung 
mountain, but none of our men were 
killed thereby. 

“On the same night, with the object 
of preventing the Russians from mak- 
ing repairs, our siege and naval guns 
shelled the forts of Rihlung mountain, 
and Sungshu mountain. The enemy's 
warships and machinery buildings were 
also shelled. 

“The enemy holding Sungshu and 
Riblung mountains, under the protec- 
tion of a shell fire, undertook severa! 
night attacks, but all of them were re- 
pulsed. 

On Oct. 27 the bombardment with our 
siege guns was continued and the fire 
of our naval guns was directed againsi 
Sungshu, Itz, Paiyu and Rihlung moun- 
tains, and also against the dockyard 
and the warships. 

“Of the effects of our bombardment 
these deserving special mention are the 
effect realized against a fort on east 
Keekwan, 


tion of a banquette lying between the 


center of Rihlung mountain fort scat- 
tering the cover thereof and destroying 
two small guns, and the demolition of a 
gun on the east front of the same fort. 

“Several of our shells took effect on 
the southeastern corner of the same 
fort, destroying its cover and smashing 
two machine guns into pieces. One gur 
placed on a projecting point of the 
Sungshu mountain fort was dismounted 
and one 12-centimetre gun which was 
placed in the centre of the left wing 
was demolished, while the covers also 
were destroyed. 

“During the same night our engineer 
corps was sent against the northern 
part of East Keekwan mountain and 
succeeded in destroying the outer case- 
mate of a projected point. 

“On Oct. 28 the bombardment with 
heavy and other siege guns was con- 
tinued and its effect was good. Twe 
hundred and eighty-five effective shells 
have been counted and beside these 
several other shells took effect on the 
ferts of Anshu mountain, Itz moun- 
tain, Paiyu mountain and on a bill 203 
metres high. 

“Our naval guns were directed chief- 
ly against Sitai Yangkou, Itz and An- 
shu mountains, the warships in the 
east harbor and the western portion 
of the city. 

“On Oct. 29 the bombardinent was 
continued with an increased number of 
shells. On the same morning at dawn

However. 


By Collapse of Ways Beneath Large Oil Barge 
Bulding at Fore River Shipbuilding Plant. 


Probably No Serious Damage to Vessel, and Acci- 
dent will Cause No Delay in the Launching.

‘There was a serious accident at the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Co. plant yes- 
terday afternoon that resulted in the 
death of two men and in seriously in- 
juriog two more while a few others re- 
ceived injuries which required treat- 
ment. m 

The accident happened about 3.30 

and was caused by the settling of one 
of the big oil barges which the com- 
pany is building for the Standard Oil 
I Go, There were several men at work 
under the barge at the time and hun- 
dreds about the vessel, and it is a won- 
der that more were not killed or in- 
jured. 

As soon as the accident happened the 
thousands of workmen at the yard made 
a rush for the scene. The yard 
whistles were blown and work suspend- 
!ed in all departments. News of the ac- 


u! cident soon reached Quincy and the 


| city was full of rumors, the number of 
| killed being placed anywhere from 10 
with a larger number injured.

Work rescuing the men beneath the 
barge was immediately commenced. 


An effort was made to prop up the 
vessel in order to get at the men. This 
was so slow a process that workmen 
with shovels began to dig their way to 
the imprisoned men. A hole was dug 
beneath them so that as soon as the 
pressure was released they dropped in- 
to the hole. 

While a number were injured it was 
found that only two had been killed. 
These were Louis & Crump, a caulker, 
and William Johnson, a carpenter. 

Crump was found to be badly crushed 
across the chest and stomach, and 
Johnson’s head was crushed on the 
left side and his left arm broken. 

They were laid out near the hospital 
building and covered to await the arrival 
of the Medical Examiner, after whicb 

they were removed to Hall's undertak- 
ing rooms. 

The seriously injured at the Hospital 
in the yard are Jacob Stapleton, a car- 
penter, and Lewis Roberts, a riveter. 

Stapleton had his right hip dislocated 
and Roberts was injured about the 
‘bead. There were a number of others 
that were ‘more or less injared who 


Bernard Gannett of West Canton 
street Boston one of the men at work 
under the oil barge had his back badly 
strained. He left the yard immedi- 
iately after the accident and started for 
home. When he reached Quincy he 
was in considerable pain and was treated 
by Dr. C. W. Garey. 

While the work of rescue was going 
on Dr. H. W. Gross, the surgeon ino 
charge of the hospital, was busy mak- 
ing preparations to care for the injured, 
and Dr. J. W. Middleton of Quincy 
Point, who bad been summoned was 
also present. 

The barge is No. 122, and is one of 
two which the company is building for 
the Standard Oil Company, and was 
within a few weeks of launching. She 
is about 150 feet long and has a ton- 
nage of 600. On Wednesday her tanks 
were filled, with water for testing and 
this added about fifteen tons to the 
weight. 

The officials, however, say this was 
not responsible for the accident. Gen- 
eral Manager Smith said he believed 
the accident to have been caused by 
the workmen knocking some of the 
blocks from under the keel. 

General Manager Smith said he did 
not think the vessel was strained any 
and that she could be easily propped®up 
again and that her launching would not 
be delayed. 

The men beneath the boat had no 
warning as it all happened so quickly. 

Suddenly the boat began to slide 
toward the water. It moved about five 
feet, tipped slightly to port, and settled 
about two feet, the sliding of the vessel 
having knocked over the props. It was 
on the port side that the men were 
killed. 

The fact that more men were not 
injured is explained by the fact that 
many were working on the starboard 
side so that when the boat listed to 
port they bad a chance to scramble out. 

It was said that those who were killed 
and injured were caught between the 
center and bilge keels so that there was 
no chance for them to crawl out before 
they were pinned to the earth. 


After the injured were all taken out 
there were rumors that there were 
others beneath tha boat. 


In order to make sure a uumber of 
heater boys with electric lights crawled 
along the ground, as close as possible 
to the keel from stem to stern. Every 
inch of the ground was examined but 
no more bodies werefound, Itrequired 
some grit on the part of the boys to do 
this work as it was not known at what 
moment the barge might settle again. 
It was not until about 5 o'clock that 
the search was abandoned. 


Crump oue of the men killed was one 
of the most popular workmen at the 
yard. He has been in Quincy nearly 
two years and boarded on Broadway. 
He was unmarried, but bas a mother 
and sister who live in Newport News. 
It was said however that he was to 
have been married soon. A fellow 
workman spoke of his joviality at noon 
when he waved his hand to bim, 

Johnson, the other man was a chum of 
Crump. He had come to the yard to 
work only a few days before. He was 
married about pine months ago and his 
bride is in Camden, N. J. He wore a 
Masonic charm, It was also said that 
he was an Odd Fellow. Crump was 
employed as a caukler and Johnson was 
a ship carpenter. 

Officer Larkin, who does day duty in 
Ward Two, was called into the gard 
when the accident occurred and his 
services were appreciated. Later he

NOT AS SERIOUS AS REPORTED

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TO ESCORT BODIES. 

Friends of the two victims of 
Wednesday's accident visited Mali’s 
undertaking rooms this morning, an 
made arrangements to have the bodies 
sent to their former homes. Both 
bodies will be sent away tonight. 
That of Crump to Newport News, and 
that of Johnson to Philadelphia. Some 
of the friends of the meno will 
accompany the bodies to their homes. 

A friend of Jobnsons says that his 
wife is in Pbiladelpbia and that he bad 
a three months’ old baby. 

Several hundred of the workmen of 
the Fore River Co., who were employed 
in the same departments with the vic- 
tims of Wednesday's accident, have been 
in city square all day waiting to escort 
the bodies to the train. Several of the 
men when interviewed said ‘that they 
had no heart to work while two of their 
fellow co-workers lay dead, aud that 
they would not return to work until the 
bodies had been sent home. 

At Hall’s undertaking rooms it was 
said that the bodies will leave Quincy 
tonight on the 6,12 train, and they will 
be escorted to the train by the unions 
with which they were affiliated. 
Crump's body goes to Newport News, 
aud that of Johnson to Philadelphia. 

The accident of Wednesday is the one 
topic of conversation among the men 
today. They assert that there were 
more injured than has been reported, 
although they can not give any names. 

Officers of the Fore River Co. admit 
that there were others injured than 
those given out. They say, however, 
that they were not all treated at the 
yard hospital. 

Some of them went home 
and others were taken home in car- 
riages. ‘The officials however, say that 
they did not take the names of those 
injured, and that they are unable at 
present to state who they were.

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AIRSHIP'S BAD DAY! 


Two Failures to Make Long 


Journey In the Arrow 


IT FINALLY BROKE AWAY 


Inventor and Assistants Lost 
Hold on Lead Ropes When 
Returning With the Balloon 
and It Sailed Off Alone 


St. Louis, Nov. 3.—Two accidents 
prevented the long distance trial flight 
arranged by Captain Baldwin to test 
the staying powers of his airship, the 
California Arrow, and what was to 
have been a speed demonstration 
around a quadrangular course of about 
15 miles developed into a drifting ex- 
hibition, the Arrow finally landing ina 
cornfield four miles west of the aero- 
nautie concourse at the World’s Fair, 
after the motor had been disabled by 
an exhaust cap again blowing off when 
the vessel had resumed its Hight after 
the first breakdown and been repaired. 

The airship was again commanded 
by A. R. Knabenshue. When the first 
accident occurred and the motor stopped 
Baldwin gave instructions to follow the 
aerial craft. Just then, a Jefferson 
guard handed Baldwin a metal cap, 
which, he s#id, had fallen just after it 
was noticed that the airship was in 
trouble. The cap explained the nature 
of the accident to those on the ground 
and Baldwin sald the damage could be 
repaired without bringing the airship 
back to the aerodrome, provided Kna- 
benshue could land without losing too 
much 

When Baldwin reached the Arrow 
the repairs were immediately started 
and in less than an hour the Arrow 
Was again in the air, making headway 
against the breeze that had blown it 
out of its course. After the Arrow 
had disappeared from the sight of those 
assembled in the concourse, the crowd 
waited patiently for some word from 
the damaged airship. Suddenly the 
Arrow was discerned arising above the 
horizon and within five minutes it had 
approached the concourse so near that 
Kunabenshue could be plainly seen and 
the sound of the motor heard. 

Just before the Arrow arrived in a 
position over the concourse fence, the 
motor was rguin seen to _ hesitate. 
Three or four wavering revolutions 
followed and then the blades hung mo- 
tionless, while the airship was again 
grasped by the breeze and _ hurried 
back over the distance it had won in 
its duel with the wind. Higher and 
higher floated the airship, the breeze 
wafting it slowly away from the sight 
of those anxiously foi wing its course, 
1500 or 2000 feet below. 

The atmosphere had been hazy all 
the afternoon and it did not take long 
before the Arrow was almost obscured 
from view. As long as it could be dis- 
cerned, however, the crowd watched its 
every movement and several hundred 
persons remained at the concourse un- 
til word had been received from Kna- 
benshue that he had alighted safely 
and that neither he nor the Arrow had 
been injured beyond the minor acci- 
dent to the machinery of the latter. 

While Captain Baldwin and several 
assistants were returning the airship 
from the place it landed in St. Louis 
county to the aeronautic concourse, the 
lead rope was dragged from the hands 
of Baldwin's assistants and the airship 
broke loose and soared into the air. 
When last seen the airship was drift- 
ing rapidly in a northwesterly direction. 

The airship escaped just as the per- 
sons towing it into the concourse had 
reached the immediate vicinity of the 
place. ‘There was a trolley line to be 
crossed and it was necessary to pass 
the prow of the craft over the trolley 
wire and catch the down-hanging rope 
and then release the rope that hung 
from the rear. In the darkness both 
the front and rear ropes were released 
at the same time and, in a twinkling, 
the buoyant airship, from which had 
been taken 25 pounds of ballast and 
which was not even encumbered with 
Aeronaut Knabenshue, shot up and 
Was gone. In the dim Nght projected 
by the nearest are lamp, the yellow 
balloon loomed for enough space of 
time to show that the light wind was 
carrying it toward the northwest. 

There was absolutely nothing for 
Paldwin, Ikmabenshue and the other 
members of the party to do but accept 
the situation and make the best of it. 
After some little discussion as to the 
probable length of time that the sup- 
ply of gas would sustain the airship, 
Baldwin said he believed the Arrow 
would descend to the ground witbin an 
hour. The party then proceeded on to 
the concourse, where the announce- 
ment that the airship had eseaped 
caused general consternation among 
the crowd that had remained expecting 
to see the Arrow brought back. 

Inventor Baldwin said: “There was 
not a great deal of gas in the bag and 
the cold atmospheric conditions due to 
the night should cause the gas to con- 
dense. Owing to the fact that we are 
unable to determine by which strate of 
air the Arrow will be affected, it is 
useless for us to attempt to pursue the 
runaway until we bave heard it has 
landed.”

STUDENTS VS POLICE 


Technology Boys Have a Tussle 
With Boston Bluecoats 

Boston, Novy. 3.—A joint torchblight 
paratle last night, in which the Repub- 
lican clubs of Harvard university and 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology participated, attracted throngs 
of sight-seers, who lined the route of 
the procession. ‘There was no scrim- 
mage between the students of the two 
colleges such ag marked a similar occa- 
sion four years ago, when the clubs 
paraded independent of each other. 
This year the board of police refused 
to grant permits for separate parades. 

After some minor trouble at the Hotel 
Brunswick had been quelled, a more se- 
rious encounter between ‘Tech stu- 
cents and the police occurred on the 
steps of one of the Technology build- 
ings on Boylston street, in which 20 
students and a number of policemen 
received scalp wounds and other in- 
juries. Four students and four officers 
were so badly injured that they were 
taken to the hospital, while the in 
juries of the others were attended to 
in neighboring drug stores. 

Insisting tipon exercising their tra- 
ditional privilege of venting their en- 
thusiasm in cheering from the steps of 
their college, several students made a 
rush for the steps, where they were 
met by the police detail stationed in 
and around the building, who, witb 
drawn clubs, endeavored to drive them 
back. In a twinkling there was the 
wildest sort of a mixup, in which fists, 
torches and clubs played a leading part. 

For several minutes the excitement 
was intense. <A hurry call was sent 
to headquarters for more officers, and 
with the arrival of patrol wagons with 
details from several stations the crowd 
was finally held in check. 

The four students sent to the hos- 
pital were Herbert G. Spear, scalp 
wounds; [Frederick Backman, scalp 
wound and lacerated eye; Victor Geb- 
ner, scalp wound, and H. C. Higgins 
scalp wound. Policeman Olds had a 
bad cut over his left eye and Police. 
men Donahue and Rich had _ severe 
scalp wounds. Policeman Kelley had 
a finger of his left hand fractured.

Facts Regarding Schools. 

The report of the commissioner of 
education for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1904, shows that 16,009,361 
pupils, or 20 percent of the entire 
population of the country, attended 
the public schools during the year. The 
total cost of the public school system 
is given as $251,457,625. 1t amounts to 
$3.15 per capita of total population, and 
$22.76 per pupil. 

Quincy has a little under 20 per 
cent. in her public schools, unless our 
population falls below 28,120. There 
are 5,624 enrolled in Quincy out of an 
estimated population of 30,000. 

The appropriation of $111,000 for 
Quincy schools this year, plus a small 
sum for repairs of buildings makes the 
cost per pupil just $20. It can hardly 
be claimed that the cost of Quincy 
schools, which is $2.75 per capita be- 
low the average, is exorbitantly high. 


Dneriff Sells Philadelphia Glub 

Philadelphia, Nov. 8.—The Philadel- 
phia National League Baseball club 
has changed hands. Under a _ forced 
sheriff's sale, the buildings, oftice furné 
ture and lease of grounds were disposed 
of under the hammer for $518, and the 
property is now in possession of the 
noteholders who advanced $380,000 to 
the club.

FISHERMEN’S TESTIMONY 


Vessels Complied With Regula- 
tions Showing Nature of Their 
Calling--No 


Near--Coroner’s Jury Returns

Conservative Award 


Hull, Eng., Nov. 3—“That George 
Henry Smith and William Leggett were 
at about 12:30 a. m. on Oct. 22, while out 
fishing with trawls aboard the Brttis! 
Steam trawler Crane, with board ol 
trade marks exhibited and regulation 
lights burning, killed by shots fireé 
without warning cr provocation fron 
vessels at a dis 
tance of about a quarter of a mile.” 

This is the text ef the jury’s verdict 
at the coroner's inquest on the fisher- 
men victims of the North sea tragedy 
At the request of the British govern 
ment, represented by the Earl of Dys 
art, solicitor of the treasury, this con 
Servative award was rendered by the 
first court of inquiry preceding the ses 
Sions of the international tribunal 
The government askec the jury not tc 
Rind a -erdict of wilful murder or man 


certain Russian war 


slaughter because “celicate negotia 
tions are going on, which sbould not 


be made more difficult; <nd they oughi 
not to let anyone think they had pre 
judged the case before having heard 
both sides.” 

In consequence the jury simply set 
forth the facts proved by the evidence 
of physicians, experts on explosives and 
the trawlers themselves. 

To the verdict the jury added the fol 
lowing rider: “On this occasion, prob 
ably the most momentous in the annals 
of the British empire, the jury would 
record their appreciation of the efforts 
made by the governments interested to 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion of 
the matter, which, we feel, has n¢ 
parallel in the history of the world.” 


St. George’s hall, a large auditorium 
which had been specially fitted up for 
the occasion, was quite inadequate tc 
accommodate the crowds that wished 
to listen to the evidence. The interest 
wus intense, and there was some ex 
citement, but no demonstration oc 
curred. A great number of people 
gathered in the yicinity of the building 
to await the verdict, and the space in- 
side the hall was filled. 

The British government, the Board 
of Trade, the officers of the Gamecock 
fleet and the relatives of the deceased 
and wounded fishermen were repre 
sented by counsel, but the Russian 
government did not participate. The 
proceedings occupied about three hours 
The testimony consisted of medical evi- 
dence, by which it was proved that the 
death of Smith and Leggett was the 
result of gun and machine gun wounds. 
Then an expert identified fragments of 
shells by private marks, which he said 
were undoubtedly Russian. The stories 
of captains and mates of the trawlers 
followed. 

These latter related that while they 
were engaged in their regular work 
the ships of the Baltic fleet in twe 
squadrons emerged suddenly from the 
haze and, throwing the glare of their 
searchiights on the Gamecock fleet, 
without warning, and disregarding 
flare and green lights, the fisherman's 
signal, and though within actual speak- 
ing distance of one vessel, commenced a 
cannonade, which the fishermen at 
first, not realizing the danger, enjoyed, 
thinking it was a sham fight. The 
firing lasted half an hour. 

To each of these witnesses was put 
the vital question regarding the pres- 
ence of a foreign vessel or torpedo boat. 
Each with equal positiveness denied 
that at any time preceding or during the 
firing was a Japanese, British or any 
foreign vessel seen by them or the ac- 
companying fishing fleet. 

It was also stated that there were 
no Japanese among the crews and that 
none of the trawlers carried arms of 
any description. One of the skippers 
replying to a question by the coroner 
said that during the five weeks he was 
in the North sea he had not seen any 
warships until that night. 

This closed the evidence. Counsel 
for the treasury then made the sugges- 
tion with regard to the nature of the 
verdict, with which the coroner agreed, 
and without delay it was so returned, 
with an added expression of sympathy 
for the relatives and friends of the 
dead and injured and of appreciation 
of the “calm and courageous manner in 
which the fishing fleet remained at its 
duties after the terrible experience.” 


Why Russia Was Not Represented 

London, Noy. 3.—Some of the news- 
papers consider the fact that Russia 
was not represented at the coroner's in- 
quest at Hull as a virtual admission of 
her inability to controvert the fisher.

She is 
now held in jail, awaiting the action ot 
the grand jury on a charge of perjury. 


Check Raiser Sentenced 
Boston, Nov. 3.—Arthur H. Newell 
48, a mattress manufacturer, was com 
mitted to not less than four years and 
not more than seven years as a commor 
and notorious thief on the charge ot 
larceny. The defendant had during 
last year obtained about $4500 by a 
systematic raising of checks, according 
tu the evidence.

Neither Party Appears Confi. 
dent of Carrying New York 


A BIG VOTE IS CERTAIN 


“lowa Idea” Still Held to by 


Republicans of That Staie-- 
Roosevelt May Carry Illinois 
by 100,000--Situation In Othe: 
States of Middle West 


New York, Noy. 3.—Changes are fre 
quent in political opinion in New York 
and today there appears to be a pos 
sibility that Judge Herrick may be 
elected, and that Republican elector: 
may be chosen, but no figures are giver 
by either party, and all that the state 
leaders claim is that the state is doubt 
ful. It is probable that the vote bot! 
in the greater city and “up-state"” wil) 
be about equal in both cases. 

Normally the city is very heavily 
Democratic, while up-state is equally 
strong for the Republican ticket, anc 
the result will be a battle royal be- 
tween the two sections, both striving 
to bring out the full party vote. <A 
careful survey of the situation in the 
state is the conclusion that the result 
of the vote next Tuesday is uncertain. 

Regarding the situation in the middle 
west it is considered possible that 
Roosevelt may carry Illinois by 100,000 
In Iowa the triumphant faction which 
got Governor Cummins down and 
pounded him because of his support o! 
reciprocity and tariff revision has been 
compelled to moderate its zeal. In 
spite of ali that has happened the senti 
ment for which Cummins stands hasnot 
been choked out of the Iowa Republi 
cans. But the question is not entering 
into the nationa] campaign and about 
the only matter of interest in lowa is 
whether the Republicans will succeed 
in defeating Martin Wade, the Demo 
cratic congressman, 

In Minnesota, Dunn, the Republican 
candidate for governor, will run behind 
the national ticket and the Republican 
national majority in that state may noi 
be so pronounced as elsewhere in the 
northwest. 

In Wisconsin Governor La Follette’s 
re-election is now conceded. He will 
owe this largely to Democratic votes. 
The Stalwarts will pou 5000 votes for 
ex-Governor Scofield, their nominal 
candidate, and will give ex-Governor 
Peck, the Democratic nominee, perhaps 
80,000. For the Republicans, as re 
lates to national affairs, the real dan- 
ger in Wisconsin is the possibility of 
a Democrat to succeed Senator Quarles. 
The Democratic campaign is directed 
to that end, and the party leaders are 
playing the Republican factions against 
each other with fair prospects of suc- 
cess. 

In Michigan, while the Republican 
candidate for governor will run far be- 
hind the national ticket, the mo- 
mentum of Roosevelt may bring him 
through the lines. 


Talked to German-Americans 

New York, Nov. 3.—Judge Parker ad- 
dressed meetings at Cooper Union and 
Carnegie hall and was given a recep 
tion at the Democratic club last night 
which was the busiest evening program 
arranged for him during the campaign. 
At both meetings he received great ova- 
tions and at the reception following 
nearly member of tue club and many 
invited guests shook hands with him. 

Judge Parker’s speech at Cooper 
Union was almost entirely devoted to 
the consideration of imperialism and 
militarism, and the subject seemed pe- 
culiarly popular with the audience of 
German-Americans. He was _ inter- 
rupted frequently with prolonged ap- 
plause and once, when he paid homage 
to Mr. Schurz personally as one who 
had “felt the blighting power” of 
militarism, Schurz came forward and 
shook Parker by the band and thanked 
bim for his words. The audience 
stood up and shouted {ts approval. 


Thirteen Speeches by Fairbanks

Lincoln on Colonization and Expe- 
diency. 
[From the New York Sun.] 

If the Hon. Edward M. Shepard or 
any other Democratic orator is really 
anxious to measure by “the acts or ut- 
terances” of Abraham Lincoln the Re- 
publican policy with regard to the ac- 
quisition of foreign territory, said 
orator will find in the annual message 
of Dec. 3, 1861, Mr. Lincoln’s opinion 
on the subject, briefly but clearly 
stated: 

“Having practiced the acquisition of 
territory for nearly sixty years, the 
question of constitutional power to do 
so is no longer an open one with us.” 

Mr. Lincoln was not referring to the 
acquisition of adjoining territory with 
a view to its ultimate erection into 
statehood. He was discussing a plan 


of colonization for the benefit of both } 
the free colored people already in the | 


United States and the slave who might 
be liberated ‘‘at some place or places in 
a climate congenial to them.” He 
said further: 

“To carry out the plans of coloniza- 
tion may involve the acquiring of ter- 
ritory, and also the appropriation of 
money beyond that to be expended in 
the territorial acquisition. * * * On 
this whole propositon, including the 
appropriation of money with the ac- 
quisition of territory, does not the ex- 
pediency amount to absolute necessity 
—that without which the government 
itself cannot be perpetuated?’

Japan Now Possesses but Four 


Modern Battleships 


FATE OF PORT ARTHUR 


Operations Not Expected to 


Cease Until Japanese Are Vic- 
torious, Which Cannot Be Ac- 
complished Without Sacrifice

London, Noy. 4.—Dispatches from 
Chefoo, Port Arthur and ‘Tokio, 
June, to the effect that the Japanese 
battleship Yashima had been sunk by a 
mine off Dalny, which dispatches were 
denied by the Japanese authorities at 
the time, have finally been ofticially 
confirmed. The Japanese government 
has notified foreign governments of the 
loss of the ship. ‘The official details 
show that the Yashima struck a Rus- 
sian mine and later attempted to make 
Dalny harbor, but this proved impos- 
sible and she sank in deep water. 

The loss of the Yashima is important, 
since it is now disclosed that Japan 
has only four modern battleships re- 
maining. Naval experts say that the 
smal! battleship force possessed by Ad- 
miral Togo was responsible for the 
tactics he observed at the naval battle 
of Aug. 10, when Admiral Withoft at- 
tempted to escape from Port Arthur, 
Japanese battleships refusing to

The Russian squadron at Port Ar- 
thur includes five modern battleships, 
more or less damaged, and the second 
Pacific squadron, now en route from 
the Baltic to the far east, also numbers 
five battleships, In view of the in- 
feriority of the Japanese in battleships, 
their armored cruiser strength is im- 
portant, they being greatly superior to 


| the Russians in that respect. 


All eyes are now focused on Port 
Arthur. The North sea incident and 
the situation on the Shakhe lose inter- 
est, momentarily, in the face of the fact } 
that the tate of Port Arthur is trem- 
bling in the balance. Dispatches from 
Tokio, from the Japanese army heuad- 
quarters before Port Arthur and from 
Chefoo, agree in saying that General 
Nogi has begun the operations which 
are not expected to cease until the Jap- 
anese troops enter Port Arthur. 

The Japanese have had and still 
have a tremendous task before them. 
Wholly aside from the strategic end to 


Ss a sentimental incentive strong 
enough to inspire any soldiers. Ten 
years ago, during the Chino-Japanese 
War, Japan took Port Arthur by as- 
sault and held it under the treaty of 
Shimonoseki.

Machine guns, mines, hand grenades,

“GUILTY OF BRUTALITY” 


Light In Whieh Technology 
People View Police Action 
Boston, Noy. 4.—President Henry S. 

Pritchett of the Massachusetts Institute 

of Technology last evening gave out the 

following statement regarding Wednes- 
day night’s affair: 

“The things of which I complain and 
for which I am indignant are the utter 
lack of judgment and the brutality 
with which the police carried out what 
they apparently conceived to be their 
instructions. When the Technology 
parade re.ched the Rogers building 
the Harvard students were far away 
and had not been in the vicinity of this 
building. Anyone could see that the 
gathering was made up of Technology 
students and that it was intent on no 
mischief. As a matter of fact, the stu- 
dents would have been entirely satis- 
fied to have given a few cheers on 
Rogers steps and then dispersed. 

“The police, instead of dealing with 
them reasonably, used their clubs free- 
ly, charged the crowds repeatedly, rode 
down indiscriminately persons in the 
street and struck brutally men who 
were doing all they could to get away. 
I obtained a surgeon who dressed the 
wounds of eight or 10 men, each of 
whom had been struck, as they said, 
while attempting to escape. 

“The responsibility for this unfor- 
tunate affair does not rest with them, 
but with the police, and was due mainly 
to the lack of judgment and to the bru- 
tality of their methods. 

“Ata special meeting of the executive 
committee of the institute the following 
vote was passed: ‘Voted, that the 
president be requested to collect evi- 
dence about the conduct of the police 
on Wednesday evening, Nov. 2, and 
that he, with Messrs. A. Lawrence Low- 
ell and Howard Stockton, be a commit- 
tee to proceed against the officers 
guilty of brutality.’” 


Boys Killed by Falling Bridge 
Troy, N. H., Noy. 4—Ollie Foster 
aud Warren Goodnow, both about 11 
years old, were crossing a bridge over a 
tributary of the Ashuelot river and 
were walking just behind a four-horse 
team loaded with logs. Suddenly the 
bridge collapsed, and the boys, the 
team and the driver, Thomas Starkey, 
were thrown into the water. The 
boys were struck by the falling tim- 
bers of the bridge and died shortly 
afterward. Starkey escaped with a 

soaking and the horses were unhurt.

Boston, Nov. 4—Mrs. Nellie Cole 
was arrested last night on the charge of 
being a fugitive from justice, back of 
which charge there lie three complaints 
of forgery, amounting to $1600, pre- 
ferred by John W. Guptill of Portland, 
Me. Mrs. Cole was formerly the wife 
of Guptill, but 12 years ago she secured 
a divorce and married Cole. Last sum- 
mer, at Guptill’s invitation, she acted 
as his housekeeper at Portland.

BORDEN NOT SUCCESSFUL 


Issue Was Whether Grand Trunk 
Pacific Should Be Permitted

4.—The Dominion par- 
liamentary elections were beld yester- 
day.

Of the 11 missing constituencies, nine 
are Liberal strongholds, one is doubt- 
ful and one is conceded to the Con- 
servatives.

New York, Nov. 4—The Ancient 
ecclesiastical cope, which was stolen 
from the Cathedral of Ascoli, Italy, two 
‘ears ago, and later purchased by J. P. 
Morgan, has been presented to the Ital- 
fan government by Morgan. The pre- 
sentation was made thmpugh | Baron 
Des Planches, the Italian ambassador, 
who called by appointment on Morgan. 
Whe cope is now in the Victoria and 
Albany museum in London, to which it 
was loaned by Morgan. 

The cope was presented by Pope 
Nicholas IV, to Ascoli, his native place. 
It is a French work of the 138th cen- 
tury. It was stolen from the Cathedral 
of Ascoli in 1902 and efforts to trace it 
failed until last July, when a letter ap- 
peared in The Giornale D'Italia from 
the director of the galleries of Flor- 
ence, saying that the eope was on ex- 
hibition at the South Kensington mu- 
seum, London, where it appeared as the 
property of “a well known American 
collector.” 

A month later the rector of Ascoli 
and several priests were summoned to 
appear before the court which was in- 
vestigating the theft of the cope. Two 
days later it became known that Roe- 


chiggiani, a photographer, who had 
been arrested in connection with the 
case, had hanged himself in his cell. 


He left a note stating that he was inno- 
cent and intimating that the real thief 
Was one high in Italian circles. De- 
spite g thorough search, no trace has 
been obtained of the thieves. 


Argument With Live Wires 

Fort Edward, N. Y., Noy. 4.—Two 
attempts were made last night by the 
Delaware and Hudson company to tear 
down the Hudson Valley company's 
railroad bridge here.

Cortelyou May Not Enter Post- 


office Department at Once 


MAY GO ON A VACATION 


Criticism Likely to Result If He 
Made Appointments Direcily 
After Campaign -- The New 
York Postmastership 


Washington, Noy. 4.—There is still, 
apparently, a good deal of uncertainty 
as to when Cortelyou will assume his 
new duties as postmaster general. 
That he is to succeed to that post has 
been on the card from a time back of 
his selection as head of the national 
Republican committee. 

At first it was supposed that when- 
ever Payne should relinquish the office, 
and certainly not later than the 4th 
of March next, he would step into it; 
but Payne's death, the impracticability 
of Cortelyou’s transfer from the chair- 
mansbip to the care of the department, 
and the designation of Mr. Wynne, its 
acting head, to take full title and pow- 
ers ad interim, have produced some 
changes in the program as at first laid 
out. 

Not a few of Cortelyou's friends look 
to see him step from the committee 
chair back into the cabinet immediately 
at the end of the campaign. Others, 
who profess to know his mental pro- 
cesses quite as well, declare that he 
will postpone the change till the close 
of the president's present term. If the 
president is re-elected this would give 
the incoming postmaster general a full 
four years in office; if not, there would 
be no particular honor in taking the 
position for only three months. 

Those who reason against his early 
advent insist that he would perhaps 
prefer pot to come into cabinet harness 
so fresh frem the brisk activities of a 
campaign, in view of the immense 
patronage of the postoffice department 
and the certaitity that every appoint- 
ment he makes will be scrutinized by 
his censors in the light of its probable 
relation to some contribution to the 
campaign fund or to some specially 
noteworthy service on the stump by the 
appointee. Justly or unjustly, this sort 
of criticism would be showered upon 
him, without doubt, whenever he 
signed a commission for a Republican 
postmaster. 

Whether Cortelyou decides to come 
in with the first of December or to wait 
till March 4, he will unquestionably be 
consulted, and his advice much valued, 
in the choice of the new postmaster 
for New York city. This is a selection 
President Roosevelt would hardly wish 
to defer, no matter what his own fate 
at the polls. He is now looking for the 
man who can command the strongest 
support from the business interests in 
the city. 

If the appointment is made during 
Wynne’s administration as postmaster 


general, Wynne's purpose is to take| 


three or four of the best experts in the 
several branches of departmental 
work and go to New York in person, to 
start the new postmaster fairly on his 
career. They will look into the anti- 
quated methods of the office, find out 
where the leaks are both of money and 
of energy, and see to it that the new 
postmaster shall have no fetiches to 
propitiate at the outset of his task, and

JUDGE PARKER’S SPEECHES. 


Encyclopedic Essays and Tirades 
Disgust Supporters. 
(From the New York Evening Sun.] 

“Many years have passed since my 
active participation in politics,” said 
Judge Parker at Esopus recently. A 
superfluous avowal; the utterances of 
every day bear witness to his ignorance 
of public affairs and his guileless trust 
in rumor, false report and deliberate 
misrepresentation. We now know why 
the judge refused to stump the coun- 
try. He was not “posted” on the issues 
of the day and had nothing to say. A 
Rip Van Winkle repose on the bench 
had disqualified him for the leadership 
he was called upon to assume. The 
world had passed him by while he 
droned his decisions in the dignified 
seclusion of a court where no echo of 
the hurly burly was permitted to en- 
ter. His income was sufficient for his 
wants. He had no ambition but to 
draw it and deserve it. He was a very 
respectable figure, and his life was reg- 
ulated like a colonial clock. A man to 
be envied, why did he get down from 
his pedestal? 

The speeches which Judge Parker is 
delivering in an attempt to make a 
Longstreet finish on the presidential 
track bear out the admission that many 
years have passed since his active par- 
ticipation in politics. Who but a nov- 
ice or a Simple Simon would have ac- 
cepted Edward Atkinson as his guide, 
statistician and friend in the discussion 
of the Philippine question? Challenged 
to show that the islands have cost the 
government §650,000,000, the judge re- 
fers his baiters to a letter contributed 
by Atkinson to a Democratic newspa- 
per which was a farrago of nonsense 
and a confession of impotence. 

The judge's tariff speech a few days 
ago was an encyclopedic essay which 
no newspaper would have found space 
for in its columns had it not been read 
by a presidential candidate as a set 
piece. The Evening Post, which al- 
ways dances when anybody pipes tar- 
iff, was flabbergasted by the judge’s 
effusion and dismissed it in a pained 
paragraph. Mr. Cleveland must have 
snorted when he read the candidate's 
awkward philippic against‘the “robber 
tariff.”

542 showed a decrease of $4,000,000 
during Septemebr and at the same rate 
of decrease bade fair to disappear by 
the end of the year. It is a grievous 
thing when a presidential candidate 
Inust have treasury “estimates” ex- 
plained to him. We don’t know who 
writes Judge Parker's speeches—it is 
patent he has no time to compose them 
himself. The national committee ought 
to be able to hire a competent man to 
see that the judge does not make him- 
self ridiculous.

Catch Alls as Presents For 
the Housekeeper 


OR the woman who never has a 
place for anything or anything 
in its place a catch all for hold- 
ing different stray articles of 

apparel is an ideal present at Christ- 
mas time. 

This useful device may be put up 
in such a dainty and attractive form 
that the ornamental value will appeal 
to the recipient as well as the useful- 
ness of the gift. 

A collar and cuff bag is the first on 
the list of time and temper saving re- 
ceptacles. This useful little bag is 
made of half a yard of art ticking. In 
each corner of the square piece of tick- 
ing are run triangular shaped sections 
of cardboard. A small embroidery hoop 
covered with ribbon is fitted into a hole 
cut in the middle of the material. Bows 


| are fastened to the four corners, which 


hang from the hoop. The trifle is fin- 
ished when hung from a half yard rib- 
bon loop.

The side pieces are fixed to the five 
front strips with binding wire, the 
joints hidden by the side pieces being 
wrapped with narrow satin ribbon. 
Cover some fine wire with ribbon and 
bend into the semblance of the treble 
clef and the F note, and fix these firm- 
ly on the front bars with thin gold 
wire. Oriental satin, with a deep cas- 
ing top and bottom, through which en- 
ameled wooden rollers are inserted, 
forms a back for the rack. The wire 
front is attached to the lower roller 
with small bows, which also ornament 
the top roller at each end. The song 
rack hangs on the wall from a wide 


| ribbon loop and is a dainty and useful 


affair. 

A cushion for stick and hat pins, 
which have a most provoking habit of 
losing themselves, is fashioned from a 
stocking leg.

The Church’s Attitude Toward 
industrial Problem. 


Rey. F. W. Merrick, Ph. H., of Bos- 
ton, and Rey. E. N. Hardy of Bethany 
church exchanged pulpits on Sunday 


evening, and by request the former 
spoke on ‘‘The attitude of the Congre- 
gational churches toward the labor 
problem.’’ Mr. Merrick is chairman 


of National committee of Congregational 
churches on this subject, and is making 
ita study. He said the danger did not 


come from immigrants but from de- 
generate Americans who sbirk tbeir 
duties. The church was not for a 


select few, but to bring the spirit of 
Jesus into the world. 

Mr. Merrick outlined the various 
agencies a! work on the industrial prob- 
lem—National government, 
ernment, civic federation, 
associations and others, and said the 
church should be a factor. The func- 
tion of the church is not alone to get 
its members into Heaven, but to help 
men, and lead them to be just one to 
another. The employer should aim to 
give an honest day’s pay for an honest 
day’s work, and the employe to give an 
honest day's work for an houest -day’s 
pay. All should live together in peace 
and harmony. Our mission should not 
be partisan on the industrial problem. 
But we should get the conflicting in- 
terests to come together and reason. 
To promote a concilatory spirit in both 
employeand employer. The unemployed 
rich are very few and don’t amount to 
much, 

The church can stand for spirit of 
vrotherly love. The workers are en- 
titled to justice, and we want them in 
the churches. The church is waking 
up. It shoald ask for justice, and 
brother love. 

The first duty of the churecb is to 
itself. It should get informed. Then 
it should cooperate in bringing about

Will Be Asked fweth the Granite Cut- 
ters in New Bill. 

On Dec. 1, says the Herald, the

The union is to try and raise its 
minimum wage rate where it does not 
now conform to the standard minimum 
in other sections. The standard 
minimum of $3aday will be insisted 
upon in all agreements. It will increase 
the pay of only a few men who are now 
the lowest paid of all. It is expected 
that the suggested changes will be 
accepted by the employers.

Textile Council Will Not Veri- 


fy Manufacturers’ Claims 


BY A UNANIMOUS VOTE 


Employers Wanted to Prove 


Claim That They Could Not Pay 
Rate of Wages In Effect Be- 


fore Reduction Was Made 


Fall River, Mass., Nov. 7.—By a unani- 
mous vote the Textile Council refused to 
adopt the recommendation of its execu- 
tive committee that a committee of five 
be appointed to verify the statements 
of the cotton manufacturers that they 
were unable to pay the rate of wages 
in force before the strike of more than 
20,000 operatives was declared 16 weeks 
ago today. 

At a conference Saturday between a 
committee of the manufucturers and 
the executive committee of the Textile 
Council it was arranged that, subject 
to the consent of the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation and the Textile Council, a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to verify 
the claims of the manufacturers that 
they could not pay the rate of wages in 
effect before the reduction of 121% per- 
cent was announced. ‘Two members 
of this committee were chosen by the 
operatives, two by tue manufacturers 
and the fifth by the other four. 

The Textile Council was in session 
for more than three hours Sunday after- 
noon and the report of the executive 
committee regarding the proposed ac- 
tion was carefully discussed. The re- 
port of the committee was accepted, 
but by a unanimous vote the proposition 
was rejected. The members of the 
Textile Counci] declared that the prop- 
osition was not sufficiently definite. 

After yesterday afternoon’s meeting 
one of the members of the Textile Coun- 
cil said that the council was not dis- 
posed to adopt any proposition unless 
they were sure that the great body of 
the operatives wou'd approve it. Be- 
fore the strike was declared the Textile 
Council voted to accept the proposed 
wage reduction under protest, but the 
operatives refused to do this and voted 
to strike. At .ne present time, there- 
fore, the council is unwilling to take 
any step that may be offensive to the 
operatives. 

The executive committee of the Tex- 
tile Council! will meet the manufactur- 
ers’ committee this afternoon, and at 
that time will submit a counter propos- 
ition which was suggested at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Textile Council. 
The labor leaders refuse, however, to 
give any intimation as to the nature of 
the council's offer.

People who live in furnace-heated houses may have noticed the prevalence 
of supposed colds, coughs and throat ailments immediately after the furnace 
has been started in the fall. As matter of fact, experts declare that these 
epidemics are largely caused by the dust and germs which gather in the 
registers and hot-air pipes during the summer and are blown into the air of 
the houve when the furnace is started. In addition to the ordinary dust, 
which is certain to settle in such places during the summer months, there is 
also danger that it may become impregnated with poisonous vapors from the 
cellar, which may be released by the current of hot air rising from the cellar. 
In view of the large numberof houses which are heated by furnaces, the 
question of properly cleaning the pipes has an important influence on the 
health.— Healthy Home.

Appear to Be Confident 


ELECTORAL VOTE OF 476 


Cortelyou Says That Roosevelt 
Will Have 314, While Demo- 
crats Claim 270 Votes--Pre- 
dictiens of a Landslide 


New York, Nov. 7.—There was no ex- 
treme activity about political headquar- 
ters Sunday, but the campaign mana- 
gers were alert and watching the close 
of the campaign with great interest. 
The Democratic national committee 
issued a statement claiming with con- 
fidence the election of Judge Parker, 
aud also making assertions about the 
campaign fund of the Republican party. 
Chairman Cortelyou, although shown a 


copy of the statement, would make no 
comment further than to repent the 
claim made Saturday night that Mr. 
Roosevelt would have 314 of the 476 


votes in the electoral college. The 
Democrats claim 270 rotes. 
About the hotels where politicians 


usually gather and where great interest 
is shown on the eve of an election, there 
was the same quiet that has marked the 
progress of the canvass. A few groups 
in eafes discussed the situation and ex- 
pressed opinions on the result, but there 
Was no excitement nor offers to wager 
any large sums, which has been a fea- 
ture of previous elections. 

Some opinions were expressed by 
members of the different committees, 
their views being that the election would 
be a Iandslide for the candidate they 
supported. The wide difference in the 
estimates of the twe committees and 
the confidence wh.cu the managers of 
both parties expressed caused little 
comment. 

There was also discussion upon the 
newspaper polls and they were endorsed 
or discredited according to the party 
bias of the person who gave an opinion. 

3oth committees received reports 
during the day from lieutenants in the 
field and both claimed that the reports 
bere eut their predictions of success and 
caused their respective partisans to de- 
Clare with increased confidence their 
belief in the election of the candidate 
they supported. 

Judge Parker, who closed his tour of 
speeches at Brooklyn Saturday eyen- 
ing, remained in New Yerk until 6 
o'clock, when he left for Esopus. After 
his arrival there he was in consultation 
with the Democratic managers here con- 
cerning the situation and developments 
of the day. 

No specia! planus have been made by 
either committee for today, but they will 
be in close communication with party 
Inanagers {n the debatable states and 
the last final suggestions for Tuesday's 
work will be made. 

What are regarded by both of the 
great parties as the real pivotal states 
are New York, Indiana, New Jersey and 
Connecticut, which have aq total of 73 
electoral votes. 

New York was Democratic in 1892, 
1884 and 1876 and has now 39 electoral 
votes, 

Indiana declared for the Democracy 
in 1892, 1884 and 1876 and has now 15 
electoral yotes. 

New Jersey favored the Democracy 
in 1892, 1888, 1884, 1880 and 1876 and 
has 12 electoral yotes. 

Connecticut went Democratic in 1892, 
1888, 1884 and 1876 and has seven elec- 
toral votes. 

In the campaigns of 1896 and 1900 
these states ceased to ve pivotal on the 
presidency; but because of the reor- 
gauwation of the Democratic party and 
the elimination of the question of free 
silver they are once more regarded by 
both parties as doubtful. 

West Virginia went Democratic in 
1888, 1884, 1880 and 1876 and may go to 
the Democrats this year because of the 
fect that it has ex-Senator Davis as the 
vice-presidential candidate. 

Maryland and Delaware have also 
been Democratic until the free silver 
movement and are counted upon tore 
turn to the party fold this year. 


Gonfidence on Beth Sides 

Boston, Noy. 7.—At the headquarters 
of both the great parties confidence 
Was expressed in the ultimate result 
of the election. The Democrats, while 
admitting that Roosevelt will carry the 
state by a large plurality, claim that

He charged the 
president with refusal to co-operate in 
the checking of the “monstrous evil.” 

“A new department of the govern- 
ment was created—the department of 
commerce. To that department was in- 
trusted inquisitorial power over the 
great trusts and corporations of the 
counfry. Its head, the secretary of 
commerce, Was made a cabinet officer. 
A half a million dollars was appro- 
priated for its work, otf which sum very 
little has been expended. 

“The president placed at the head of 
this great department—empowered to 
probe the secrets of all the trusts and 
corporations engaged in interstate com- 
merce—his private secretary, who held 
that position for some months, when 
he resigned and was made chairman of 
the national committee. Now these 
facts are not challenged in the state- 
ment of the president, nor can they be. 
The statute was passed and money 
vas appropriated to probe the trusts. 
Cortelyou was appointed at the head of 
it. He was without experience in na- 
tional politics, and yet the president 
says in his statement: ‘I chose Mr. 
Cortelyou as chairman of the national 
committee.’ 

“Now that this intended crime against 
the franchise has been exposed in time, 
now that the contributions of this 
money by these great monopolies look- 
ing for the continuance of old favors, 
or seeking new ones, stands admitted; 
now that these contributions have been 
made in such sums as to induce and 
permit the most lavish expenditures 
ever made, we, as a people, will fail in 
cur duty if we shall not rebuke at the 
polls this latest and most flagrant at- 
tempt to control the election—not for 
legitimate business conducted for 
proper ends—but in order that the few 
may sti] further strengthen their hold 
upon our industries. We shall rue ft If, 
as a people, we do not make this rebuke 
so emphatic that tne offense will never 
again be repeated. 

“But this is not enough. We should 
take every possible precaution to secure 
both congress and the presidency in 
order to assure legislation which will 
remove this illegal business from poll- 
tiles. All along the line of our official 
life the purposes should be avowed and 
it should be pursued, with unrelenting 
figelity, to pfocure legislation which 
shal] make it a crime for the officers 
of a trust or corporation to contribute 
money for the control of an election 
of any kind, and, if it should do so, to 
provide for their punishment in the 
most effective way. 

“This is not the time to consider the 
details of such a remedy, but one ts 
needed which shall be so far-reaching 
and so drastic as to dissolve all part- 
nerships between corrupt business in- 
terests and the government and to 
make their renewal forever impossible. 

“As this is a government of laws and 
pot of men, it does not seriously mat- 
ter whether one man or another holds 
the great office of President of the 
United States, but the opportunities in 
that place for doing a great good are 8o 
apparent that they should be employed 
for the highest purposes. 

“Great as are the problems before 
us in the near future, political, indus- 
trial and social, in my judgment, none 
fs so pressing as this, the greatest of 
moral questions. It includes all other 
issues, it lies at tbe foundation of all 
other problems, and its settlement by 
the absolute and final exclusion of bri- 
bery or the threat of bribery, or of the

Today the Anniversary of Her Ar- 
rival after Great Victory. 


It was forty years ago,June 19, 1864, Will Require Four Columns 


the Kearsarge met the Alabama in a 
naval fight and in plain sight of thous- 
ands of Confederate sympathiziers on 
the heights of Cherbourg, France, sent 
her to the bottom in 65 minutes. The 
Kearsarge was a Yankee product, built 
at Portsmouth N. H., from which 
place she sailed on her first cruise, 
which lasted tbree years, on Feb. 5, 
1862. 

3oston was the first United States 
port she ever made after leaving Ports- 
mouth, and from Boston she started on 
her second cruise. From first to last 
the Kearsarge had a single mission—to 
look out for Confederate cruisers. 

On her first immortal cruise that was 
her chief business. After sinking the 
Alabama the fight was at an end—and 
just forty years today, (Nov. 7, 1864) 
the Kearsage arrived in Boston, and 
came to anchor off the navy yard a few 
minutes after midnight. She was given 
a magnificent reception—Capt. John A. 
Winslow and his men were entertained 
at Faneuil hall, as Hull had been on bis 
return from sinking the Guerriere 52 
years before. 

The fair in aid of the National 
Sailors’ Home at Quincy was in pro- 
gress and the Kearsarge was hauled 
alongside of Long’s wharf and visitors 
were admitted on payment of 25 cents, 
the proceeds going to the benefit of the 
Home in this city. Thousands of 
people availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to see her. 

For 32 years she was kept in com- 
mission, nearly all the time showing 
our flag all over the world, until one 
stormy night, Friday, Feb. 2, 1894, she 
was wrecked on Roncador reef and her 


grave was in the ocean's bed over 
which she had sailed so long. It was 


a fit ending to a noble career, infinitely 
preferable to rotting at the docks. 

Another and a very different 
now -bears her name, but no ship will 
ever rob her of her well earned Lonors.

Another Herrick bet was $10,000 to 
$6000. A Wall Street house offered to 
bet $5000 even that Roosevelt will 
carry New York, New Jersey, Connec- 
ticut, Indiana and West Virginia, but 
there were no takers. 

Several private wagers are said to 
have been made against Parker at 
odds of 7 to 1, but no such bets were 
openly announced. One bettor placed 
$3000 against $6000 that Parker will 
carry New York state. A Wall Street 
firm put up $2000 at odds of 2 to 1 that 
the president will carry New York and 
announced that it had $10,000 to place 
at the same odds. 

There was practically no betting on 
the congressional result or the vote in 
the electoral college. On national 
and state issues it is estimated that 
$2,000,000 has been wagered in New 
York city. 

Election eve found both parties 
claiming the Empire state. The lead- 
ers took the last estimates of their 
committeemen and then each side put 
| forth its declarations, the Democrats 
pinning faith to a statement by Chas. 
F. Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, 
that the vote for Parker in the Great- 
er New York would be the greatest 
ever cast for a Democratic candidate, 
| while the Republican view was ex- 
| pressed by Governor Odell, who said 
Parker's plurality in the city would 
| have to be better than 140,000 if he 
was to carry the state. Two years ago 
Coler, the Democratic candidate for 
| governor, had 122,600 plurality over 
Odell in the city, but was defeated, 
Odell having 130,800 plurality in the 
rest of the state. 

D. C. Herrick, Democratic nominee 
for governor, made a_ statement in 
which he said: “Making very liberal 
discount upon the rosy views that are 
always presented to a candidate, I 
firmly believe that the Republican 
majority north of the Bronx will be 
much less than it was two years ago.” 

F. W. Higgins, Republican candidate 
for governor, said: “I believe Roose- 
veit will carry this state by over 100, 
000 and that the Republican state tick- 
et will be elected.” 

The feature of the election in this 
city promises to be remarkably close 
watching of the polls. The plans to 
prevent illegal voting have been made 
on a scale that eclipses all former ef- 
forts. In addition to the party watch- 
ers and the city’s 8000 policemen, 
every one of whom is on election duty 
today, Superintendent Morgan of the

Boston, Nov. 8.—In Massachusetts 
the interest centres upon the gover- 
norship as between William L. Doug- 
las, the Brockton businessman, and 
Governor Bates, who is seeking 
a reelecti8fn for a third term. The 
Democratic candidate has put up 
the most lively campaign since 
the days of William FE. Russell, 
and he has kept the Repub- 


licans on the jump. Governor Bates 
has made a most vigorous campaign, 
and he kept his opponents busy all the 
time. 

There are several problems connect- 
ed with the gubernatorial election. 
They are: The size of Douglas’ plu- 
rality in Boston, whether it will exceed 
that of last year given to Colonel Gas- 
ton; whether Fall River, by reason 
of Governor Bates’ veto of the over- 
time bill, will rebuke him for that offi- 
cial act; whether Douglas will carry 
Brockton and make any inroads upon 
the rock-ribbed Republican majority of 
old Plymouth county, and last but not 
least, the query is being asked, how 
much will Roosevelt run ahead of the 
Republican State ticket? 

Governor Bates said last night: “I 
believe that the results of the election 
will show a tremendous plurality for 
Roosevelt in Massachusetts. As for the 
gubernatorial vote, I expect to win by 
the normal Republican majority. Con- 
servative voters have not been misled 
by severe partisanship on the part of 
the Democratic leaders, nor have the 
Republican workingmen been de- 
ceived. The people will show that 
they want a chief executive who will 
be governor of the whole state and 
not serve any class.” 

William L. Douglas last night made 
this statement: “I expect to win with 
the help of those who feel that it is 
high time that Massachusetts should 
have a change in the management of 
our state affairs. The workingmen of 
this state, as well as the sober-minded 
business men, I believe, are very much 
alive to the situation and will be unit 
ed at the polls. There will be a sub 
stantial majority.’”

BATTLED FOR CLEMENCY 


Judge Administers Reprimand 


After Listening to Words of 
Praise--Conviction For Imper- 


sonation of Other Persons 


Boston, Noy. 38.~-For impersunating 
two young men at a civil service ex- 
amination so as to get their names on 
a list of eligibles for goverment posi- | 
| tions, Representative Thomas F. Cur- | 
ley and Alderman James F. Curley of 
Boston were sent to the Charles street | 
jail for a term of two months each,| 
and the men they impersonated were 
| sentenced to go with them for the 
same length of time. | 

They were called before Judge Low- 
ell in the United States district court 
and District Attorney Moulton moved 
for the execution of the sentences 
from which the defendants carried an 


| appeal last year first to the circuit 


court of appeals and then to the Unit- 
ed States supreme court. These sen-) 
tences were 60 days in the Suffolk 
county jail for each defendant, and 
they were confirmed In the upper 
courts. 

Every effort was made at the last 
moment to induce the court to exer- 
cise clemency toward the defendants. 
H. W. Dunn, their counsel, pleaded 
with the judge, urging the political ca- 
reers of ihe past and the prospects of 
| the future as reasons for changing the 
sentence from imprisonment to a fine, 


and he called upon a number of promi-

On Dec. 4 1902, they took the civil 
service examination for which they | 
were sentenced. In that examination 
Representative Curley imperscnated 
Hughes and Alderman Curley imper- 
sonated Fahey. Through the instru- 
mentality of Edward E. Stebbins, sec- 
retary of the local civil service exam- 
ining board, warrants were issued for 
their arrest. They surrendered them- | 
selves on Feb. 25, 1903, and were held 
in $2500 each for the grand jury, which 
indicted them on April 3, 1903. Later 
they were found guilty in the United 
States district court, and sentenced to 
two menths each. They took an ap- 
peal to the United States circuit court 
of appeals, but lost, and Representa- 
tive Curley carried his case to the 
United States supreme court as a test 
case. Again he lost, which brought 
the cases back to the district court for 
the execution of the original sentence. 

Both the representative and the al- | 
derman insist that they have not for- 
feited their constitutional rights as cit-| 
izens of the United States. Represen- 
tative Curley said that while he and 
the alderman had undoubtedly erred, 
they had done so in no greater degree 
than many men who err in attempting 
to do something for their less unfor- 
tunate brothers. Both insisted that 
they had been betrayed by rival politl- 
clans of the district.

Reading, Mass., Nov. 8.—Mrs. Lavin- 
ia M. Carter was knocked down by a

The animal, belonging 
to Edward Churchill, was frightened 
by a passing train and made straight 
for the sidewalk, knocking Mrs. Carter 
down.

My Dear Sir,—Your letter of October 
28th is received, and I basten to give 
you the courtesy of reply. The few 
days’ delay in answering the letter, I 
beg to state, was on account of investi- 
gating the facts which are on record at 
City Hall. 

We will both admit that the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts is supreme and 
has the right to take any property that 
they see fit for public improvements. 
I find the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion made a taking under authority 
conferred upon them by Chapter 268, 
Acts 1894. I find the City Council on 
Sept. 24, 1900, introduced an order con- 
firming the taking, which was duly 
passed by the Council and approved by 
Hon, John O. Hall, Mayor, on Sept. 28, 
1900, and Lenclose certified copy of 
the order which was, namely, Order 181. 

I also find that under provisions of 
the Charter, Section 37, that it is man- 
datory on the part of the Chairman of 
the School Board to attend all meetings 
of the Council unless excused. I can- 
not find that any application was made 
by you to be excused from attending 
the meeting, and would say in reply to 
your letter where you say, ‘*The School 
Committee should have received due 
notice when an action of such import- 
ance was to be acted upon,”’ they would 
have received that notice through you 
if you had attended the meetings when 
this proposition was before the Council. 

Hoping the above will give you all 
the information desired, and regretting 
the school children in this section, as 
you state, will be inconvenienced through 
the failure on your part to notify the 
School Committee to enter their protest

Parker 
Which Bryan Held Four Years 
Ago--Roosevelt Will Not Bea 


Candidate For Renomination--

Bryan, Watson and Hearst to 
Take Immediate Steps to Form 
a New Political Party 


New York, Nov. 9.—The Republican 
national ticket has been elected by a 
vote in the electoral college that will 
exceed that of 292 given Mr. McKinley 
in 1900. The result of the balloting 
was astounding even to the most san- 
guine of the 
Confident as they were of success, 
they were not prepared for the as- 
tonishing figures which followed the 
closing of the polls, bringing into the 


Republican column not only all of 
those states they had claimed as safe 
for their candidates but, with the pos- 
sible exception of Maryland, every 
state classed as doubtful. 

Democratic successes are confined to| 
the solid south, in which Kentucky is 
included, and Mr. Parker has not car- 
ried a single state which did not give 
its vote to Mr. Bryan four years ago. 
Unofficial returns indicate that he has 
lost some of those which the Nebras- 
kan candidate held for his party. Of- 
ficial figures from some of the north- 
western states may slightly change 
the totals, but based on the returns 
available at this time the electoral 
vote stands as follows:

Surrounded by his family and a com- 
pany of friends, President Roosevelt 
last night received the news of his 
averwhelming victory achieved at the 
polls sf the American people. The first 
information of a definite character was 
received by the president while he was 
at dinner. The returns laid before 
him then were in the nature of assur- 
ances that he had carried New York by 
@ plurality so large as to be really as- 
tounding. While the president was 
gratified it may be said the result was 
not entirely unexpected, although he 
himself had not anticipated so tremen- 
dous a victory. The bulletins were 
read and discussed by the president 
with surprising calmness. He was in 
the best of spirits, but at no time did 
he manifest the slightest anxiety. 

Soon after dinner a number of 
friends assembled in the parlors of the 
White House and extended their felici- 
tations and congratulations. Shortly 
after 9 o'clock the president received 
@ personal telegram from his Demo- 
cratic opponent congratulating him on 
his election. To this the president re- 
plied as follows:

PARKER “DIED GAME” 


No Outward Indication of 


Mourning Over Defeat 

Esopus, N. Y., Nov. 9.—Judge Park- 
er conceded the election of President 
Roosevelt at 8.30 p. m., when he re- 
ceived a bulletin that the Democratic 
national headquarters had already ad- 
mitted that every doubtful state had 
been carried by the Republican nation- 
al ticket. He appeared to be not at 
all downcast by the result, although it 
is known that he greatly deplored his 
overwhelming defeat in his own state. 
He received the discouraging news in 
his study, where he sat smoking with 
two of his neighbors. The bulletin 
from Democratic headquarters con- 
cerning Parker's defeat was given to 
the judge by a press representative. 
When asked if he had any statement 
to make, he pulled a telegraph blank 
toward him and wrote hastily for a 
moment. Then he said: 

“I am going to send this telegram 
to President Roosevelt. The message 
was despatched at once. It was fol- 
lows: 

Rosemount, Esopus, N. Y., Nov. 8. 
The President, Washington, D. C.: 

The people by their votes have em- 
phatically approved your administra- 
tion and I congratulate you. 

Alton B. Parker. 

At that hour returns were indefinite 
and the judge declined to make an ex- 
tended statement. He said his tele- 
gram to the president conveyed every- 
thing about the situation that he 
knew; that the result was evident, 
even though details were lacking. 

The demeanor of Judge Parker as 
he heard the bulletins read was of 
cheerful resignation. He wore the air 
of one who could say if he would: “I 
will die game” and die game he did. 
He discussed the returns with his 
friends and compared the figures with 
former years. It might have been 
some other man’s defeat for all the 
concern he seemed to feel. Around 
Judge Parker throughout the evening 
were the members of his family and 
several guests. 


Cortelyou’s Congratulations 

New York, Nov. 9.—Chairman Cor- 
telyou sent the following telegrams to 
the president last night: 

“The country has given an  oyver- 
whelming vote of confidence in you 
and your administration. Associates of 
the Republican national committee 
join me in heartiest congratulations.” 

The second despatch read: “I keenly 
appreciate your message of congratula- 
tion and asknowledge it as well in be- 
half of my loyal and devoted associates 
of the Republican national committee. 
Am personally most deeply gratified 
by the splendid endorsement you have 
received from your countrymen.” 

The last message which Cortelyou 
sent was in reply to a personal mes- 
sage of congratulation from President 
Roosevelt, which Cortelyou did not 
wish to make public on account of its 
personal character. 


Sorry to Disappoint Friends 

Albany, Nov. 9.—Judge Herrick said 
at 11.30 last night: “At present I have 
nothing to say except that I have made 
the best fight I could. I have no fault 
to find, no complaints to make. Be- 
cause of the work of many devoted 
personal friends throughout the state, 
I deeply regret my defeat. So far as I 
and my family are concerned, I do not 
regret the result.”

Governor of Massachusetts 


HAS PLURALITY OF 30,000 


Tremendous Overturn on Head 
of State Ticket In Face of 
Overwhelming Defeat of Dem- 
ocratic National Ticke(t--Bal- 
ance of Ticket Is Republican 


Boston, Nov. 9.—Although the Re- 
publicans carried Massachusetts for 
President Roosevelt by 82,000 plurali- 
ty, they lost the governorship for the 
first time since 1892, William L. Doug- 
las of Brockton defeating Governor 
Bates of this city by about 25,000 plu- 
rality. 

Returns from 300 out of 353 cities 
and towns gave Parker 102,389; Roose- 
velt, 150,650. The same places in 1900 
gave Bryan 95,400, McKinley 142,370. 

The returns for governor ffrom the 
same places gave Bates 116,394; Doug- 
las, 142,376. 

The balance of the Republican tick- 
et was elected: Lieutenant governor, 
Curtis Guild, Jr., of Boston; secretary 
of state, William W. Olin of Boston; 
treasurer, Arthur B. Chapin of Hol- 
yoke; auditor, Henry E. Turner of Mal- 
den; attorney general, Herbert Parker 
of Lancaster. 

The Democrats lost the third district 
and the delegation to the next con- 
gress will stand 11 Republicans to 3 
Democrats. The Republicans made 
slight gains in both branches of the 
legislature, which will select two Unit- 
ed States senators. 

Governor Bates lost heavily through- 
out the state and especially in the 
manufacturing communities and this 
city. Boston gave Douglas a plurality 
of 44,043, Governor Bates failing to 
carry a ward with the exception of the 
llth, losing even his own precinct in 
East Boston. 

Governor Bates’ defeat was totally 
unexpected by the party leaders. He 
was cut by Republican voters from one 
end of the state to the other. So 
great were the gains of the Democratic 
candidate over Colonel Gaston's vote 
last year that Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike hesitated to credit them 1- 
til returns from more than half 92 
state had been tabulated. 


How Boston Voted 

Boston, Nov.. 9.—Complete returns 
from the city of Boston for president 
give Parker, 49,433; Roosevelt, 38,559, 
In 1900 the vote for president was: 
Bryan 45,127; McKinley, 36,244.

Douglas’ Piecge

It is estimated 
that Roosevelt’s plurality will reach al- 
most the 25,000 mark, which is several 
thousand ahead of McKinley’s figures 
in 1900. 

The state ticket was not far behind 
and from Henry Roberts, the candidate 
for governor, down, there was a clean 
sweep. Judge Robertson, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor, polled 
more votes in some cities than the 
forecasts allowed him. Congressmen in 
each of the four districts and the con- 
gressmen at large were all re-elected 
and the legislature will remain Repub- 
lican by a ratio estimated at about 2 
1-2 to 1, to which fs a slight gain over 
the ratio of two years ago. 


VERMONT 

White River Junction, Vt., Nov. 9.— 
Roosevelt carried this state in the 
election by about 31,000. Roosevelt 
ran ahead of McKinley’s vote in 1900, 
while Parker ran behind that of Bryan.

Largest Plurality Ever Given 


an American Candidate 


IT WILL EXCEED 1,500,000 


The Electoral Vote Is [ncreased

rality of President Roosevelt in the na- 


tion, according to all present indica- 


tions, will exceed 1,500,000, the great- 


est plurality ever given an American 


candidate. ‘The nearest approach to 
this vote was in 1896, when McKinley 


received a plurality approximating 


§50,000, and in 1872, when Grant re 
ceived 762,991 plurality. 

The interest now c’ntres in Missouri 
and Maryland. Late returns show 
that the former state is in the Republi- 
can column so far as presidential elec- 
tors are concerned, but that Joseph W. 
Folk, the Democratic candidate, has 
been elected governor. In Maryland 
the presfuential yote will be cast for 
President Roosevelt. in other states it 
is simply a question of pluralities. 

The “solid south” was broken by the 
unexpected defection of Missouri—this 
section of the country usually having 


18 states in the Democratic column. 
The figures now show but 12 states, 


with 133 votes for Judge Parker. Presti- 
dent Roosevelt carried all the northern 
states—swept them in fact—and he bas 
843 electoral yotes. 

The banner state is Pennsylvania. 
Twenty-four hours after the polls closed 
the returns from this state indicated 
that Roosevelt's plurality would reach 
409,000. Noxt came lilsols, where the 
president polled approximately 
000 more votes than did Judge Parker. 
Ohio gave Roosevelt a plurality of 210,- 
000 and New York 174,000. The New 
York city returns are still incomplete, 
but the amazement over the result bas 
not subsided. Judge Parker carried 
Greater New York by only 41,000 votes. 

In general the situation is chiefly in- 
teresting because of the fact that the 
tickets in many of the states were cut. 
President Roosevelt ran ahead of his 
ticket in many localities, notably Mas- 
ecchusetts, where he secured a plu- 
rality of 86,000 votes, while Bates, the 
Republican candidate for governor, was 
defeated by 35,000 by Douglas, a Demo- 
erat. In that state the legislature is 
Republican and the entire Republican 
ticket, with the exception of governor, 
was elected. In Missouri the circum- 
stances are similar. 

In Nebraska the definite announce- 
ment that the legislature is Republican 
disposes of the stories that W. J. Bryan 
had aspirations for a United States 
senatorship. In this state, too, the 
governorship is in doubt, and it will re- 
quire official returns to determine who 
is elected. Both sides claim a victory. 

There is a curious situation in Minne- 
sota, where Roosevelt secured 125,000 
plurality, but where a Democratic gov- 
ernor and a Republican lieutenant gov- 
ernor were elected. The election of a 
Democratic governor is the second in 
the history of the state. 

Chairman Babcock of the Republican 
congressional committee was returned 
tc congress from Wisconsin, but Chair- 
man Cowherd of the Democratic con- 
gressional committee was defeated in 
Missouri. 

The situation in Colorado presents 
an interesting phase. Roosevelt has 
cerried the state by probably 15,000, 
but the governorship is still in doubt, 
both sides claiming a victory.

Washington, Novy. 10.—Some im- 
portant changes will be made on or be- 
fore March 4. This is customary when- 
ever a president is re-elected, and it 
would be especially in order now when 
so large a part of the administration's 
working corps was inherited from a 
previous president. Twelve years is 
a long time for one set of officers in the 
executive departments, and now that 
eight of these have passed, there will 
probably be something of a shake-up. 

John Hay will not leave the state de- 
partment. This may be stated on the 
highest authority. Nothing but a se 
rious failure of his health would make 
the president willing to consider Hay’s 
retirement, and although he is not 
rugged, there is every reason to believe 
that he will be able to continue in his 
great office. Seldom has the secretary 
of state been so distinct an issue as in 
this campaign. The Hay diplomacy 
has stood for some great ideas of inter- 
national policy. Our average term for 
secretaries of state has been about 
three years. Mr. Hay, if he serves 
through this administration, will have 
had 10 years of this service. 

Secretary Taft, in the war depart 
ment, will remain in the cabinet, at least 
as long as Fuller remains in the su 
preme court. The president is very 
desirous of baving Taft as attorney gen 
eral, to succeed Moody, but the secre- 
tary of war's obligation to the Philip 
pine interests is such that he hopes to 
remain where he is. i

Even 
if healthful principles are known, the 
home conditions are such as to make 
them impractical. 

Only by going to the Hospital can 
light, fresh air, proper food, intelligent 
care be given them, and when once 
given they receive an object lesson which 
the schools cannot impart. Here the 
sick infant is not fed on salt pork, nor 
offered black coffee and beer in place of 
sweet milk, and this is no mere figure 
of speech—by this education the whole 
community improves in health and com- 
fort. 

A very eccentric man, a pay patient, 
who lived as a hermit and a miser, was 
induced on account of a broken limb, 
to come to our Hospital. He had avoided 
the face of woman and distrusted the 
doctors, being visited by a friend who 
inguired if he were comfortable and well 
cared for, ‘‘why’’ said he, ‘‘these girls 
are angels, and they think I must wash 
my hands every day.” No doubt he 
was dismissed an educated patient. 

Will the merciful people let the Hos- 
pital languish through thoughtlessness?

For years he has said that he de- 
sired to go out with this term of office, 
but as he .s an active aspirant for the 
presidential nomination in 1908, it 
seems to his friends that he should 
keep before the public, and they are 
urging him to accept the president's in- 
vitation to remain for another term. 
There will be some changes in the as- 
sistant secretaries and perhaps in the 
bureau officers of this department. 

Postmaster General Wynne will be 
transferred to some other post, after 
March 4. Frank H. Hitchcock ot 
Somerville, Mass., will probably be 
made first assistant postmaster genera] 
under Cortelyou. Hitchcock was ad 
mitted to the agricultural department 
azaclerk. He made good progress, and 
in the McKinley administration was 
appointed chief of the division of for- 
eign markets. When Cortelyou or- 
ganized the new department of com 
merce he took Hitchcock into it as chief 
clerk, and with Cortelyou he resigned 
to go to New York for the campaign. 
It is assumed that they will go to 
gether into the postoftice department. 

Ethan A. Hitchcock, the secretary o1 
the interlor, will retire. The commis- 
sioner of pensions under him, Eugene 
F. Ware, will also retire. He bas not 
found the office congenial, although he 
has come nearer to pleasing both the 
intelligent taxpayers and the veterans 
than any occupant of the office in recent 
years.

TERRIBLE CONDITIONS 


Besieged Russians Starving ard | 
Wounded Lying Unattended 
London, Noy. 10.—Special dispatches | 

from Port Arthur and Chefoo which | 
are printed in today’s newspapers add 
little to the recent news of the besieg- 
ing operations at Port Arthur, but give 
descriptions of the condition of the Dbe- 
sieged. 

The Daily Mail’s correspondent be- 
fore Port Arthur describes the Russians 
killed and those taken prisoners as great- 
ly emaciated and asserts that the men 
subsist entirely on a daily ration of less 
than two pounds of black bread. 

The Daily Telegraph's Chefoo corre- 
spondent declares the task of burying 
the bodies of the slain at Port Arthur 
is now beyond control and that the 
corpses are simply pitched into the new 
dock excavations near Golden Hill and 
where there is only a few feet of water. 
The condition of the helpless women is 
Leartrending. Groups of them going 
to market have been blown to pieces. 

Bennett Burleigh also sends to The 
Daily Telegraph a harrowing picture of 
the condition of the wounded In Port 
Arthur, of whom yast numbers ure ly- 
ing unattended within the inner forts.

Our Right to Be Optimistic 

New York, Nov. 10.—James Bryce, 
M. P., during a farewell reception given 
him here last night, said: ‘No other 
country has attempted on so large a 
scale, or has succeeded in doing what I 
saw going on yesterday. The voice of 
the whole American people was making 
itself heard in every hamlet and in the 
largest cities at the same hour, and 
with a peacefulness which could not fall 
to excite the highest admiration.”

The Mineola was wrecked 
about three weeks ago in ‘Tegil bay, off 
the coast of Siberia, and the crew and 
officers had much difficulty in landing 
The crew had nothing but decayed fish 
to eat for 24 days, when they were 
picked up by the British man-of-war 
Algeria, which took them to Hakodate.

| THE ATTITUDE OF RUSSIA 


Will Brook No Mediation at This 
Time and Expects Wishes to 
Be Respected by Powers--In- 
ternational Pubiic Opinion May 
Yet Prove a Great Factor 
Washington, Noy 11.--Emphatically, 

but with all courtesy, Russia, through 

her ambassadors abroad, Las 
times informed the ueutral powers that 
she will brook no mediation at this time 
in her war with Janan. It can be an- 
nounced that Russia expects her wishes 
will be respected by

all the powers to 
which sone has communicated her views. 
Count Cassini, the 
dor, said last night 

“I can announce ihat I have very 
good reason to believe that my govern- 
ment’s emphatic op»osition to any me- 
diation at this time will be respected 
and observed by all neutral powers.” 

Of the suggestion mace in Great 
Britain that the Un.ted States take the 
lead in a move fe. intervention, the 
ambassador hesitat d to’repeat what 
he has announced s») many times, that 
he has positive as‘rances that this 
government, while at all times ready 
to offer its services, has not the slight- 
est intention to take a step toward me- 
diation unless invited by both belliger- 
ents. The Russian covernment is fully 
aware of the views of this government 
on the subject and it is deemed un- 
necessary at the Rursian embassy here 
again to announce that it is confident 
this attitude will be strictly adhered to. 

It was declared positively from Lon- 
don that Japan had made unofficial ad- 
vances to Russia, without using any 
other power as an intermediary, and 
that Russia had promptly rejected the 
Tokio suggestion that the war be set- 
tled by diplomatic means. The speech 
of the British foreiyn secretary Wed- 
nesday night—a sti*ag plea for arbi- 
tration, and a@ cove”. yet pronounced 
plea for Russia—feli in nicely with the 
theory of the London dispatch that the 
speech was intended as a hint to France 
and America that it was time for them 
to join forces in pressing on Russia the 
need, in the interest of humanity and 
the world at large, of ending the war 
at once. 

Britain, as the friend and ally of 
Japan, France with the same relation 
to Russia, and America as the friend of 
the other four parties, were declared 
fit mediators. It was suggested that 
President Roosevelt would take the in- 
itlative. Such a movement by the three 
powers would have great influence, 
without necessarily taking on the na- 
ture of intervention. 

Presumably nothing more forcible 
would be attempted than a strong rep- 
resentation to Russia of the reasons de- 
manding the cessation of the war, and 
the means by which peace might be 
reached without a surrender of Russia’s 
national honor. This action would 
come with the force of international 
public opinion, would of course ignore 
Russia’s expressed unwillingness to 
consider mediation, but would, equally, 
of course, show that it meant to stop 


Kusslan ambassa- 


with a forcible presentation of the 
world’s claims. 
Such an action would tend to put 


Russia in the wrong if she refused to 
consider peace, just as Japan’s unof 
ficial move, which she is at liberty to 
repudiate officially, inevitably gives her 
some advantage in international opin- 
fon. The question is plainly a very dif- 
ficult one. The three powers named 
bave, however, large direct interest in 
seeing the war ended, and some such 
action as outlined is not beyond the 
bounds of possibility.

Nearly Five Hundred Overcome 
by Smoke and Hundreds Are 
Homeless--Twelve Girls Hurt 
In Panic Over False Alarm 


New York, Noy. 11.—Three persons 
lost their lives, 20 were injured, nearly 
500 were overcome by smoke and au 
equal number are temporarily homeless 
as a result of a series of fires in various 
parts of the city yesterday. In nearly 
every case the fires were in tenement 
houses occupied by a large number of 
families and at least two of them are 
thought to have been started by in- 
cendiaries. Life nets, scaling ladders 
and other apparatus enabled the 
men to save many persons whose 


lire- 


cape had been cut off by flumes aud 
smoke. 

Nearly all the tires started in the 
lower parts of the vuildings and, al- 


though in no case did the money loss 
exceed a few thousand dollars, the 
dense clouds of smoke which swept up 
through halls and elevator shafts drove 
the panic-stricken tenants to roofs and 
fire escapes. Many were overcome be 
fore reaching the outer air, but with 
the exception of three, all were found 
by firemen and carried out in safety. 
A false alarm of fire also contributed 
to the day’s list of injured. Workmen 
on the roof of the American Cigar com 
pany’s factory on bast Fifty-second 
street, alarmed by clouds of smoke 
which came from an overturned tar 
kettle in the street, rushed into the fac 
tory where scores of girls were at work 
and with a cry of “fire” 


sturted a panic 


ins which 12 of the girls were injured 
One was so badly nurt that she was 


taken to a nospital. 

The most serious fire of the day was 
that in an upper East Side apartment 
house, in which the three lives were 
lost, several persous were injured and 
mnany thrilling rescues were made. 

Forty-five familles were driven from 
a big tenement house on Boston road 
in the Bronx and <0 persons who had 
been overcome by smoke were rescued 
by firemen. ‘Ten families were forced 
to flee from a Brooklyn apartment 


house by an incendiary fire which 
Started in the basement. Two persons 
were overcome by smoke and were 


found unconscious and rescued by fire 
men. An explosion in the basement of 
a tenement house in Williamsburg cre- 
ated a panic among the tenants and 
the burst of flames and smoke which 
followed sent them to roofs and fire 
escapes in search of safety. Many 
were overcome by smoke, but all were 
rescued. A fireman was badly injured 
by falling three stories while fighting a 
fire in a storage warehouse on Wash- 
ington street. 


Aid For China Sought 

Washington, Noy. 11.—Secretary of 
State Hay gave a hearing to a delega- 
tion who filed with him a long state 
ment purporting to give the condition 
of the opium trade in China, the charges 
being directed against Great Britain. 
The secretary promised to lay the 
papers before the president.

BLACK IS THE FAVORITE 


| Iie May Be Elec‘ed by the Re- 
tirement of Platc or Making 
Depew Ambassador to Eng- 


land to Succeed Choate 


Albany, Nov. 11.—Former Governor 
Black of Troy will be élected United 
States senator from this state by the | 
legislature of 1905 unless the unex- 
pected happens. Senator Depew, with- 
in the past 10 days, is sald to have re- 
ceived assurances whicb will bring 
about this result. Just what thig will 
be the senator's friends refuse to dis- 
close. it is suggested that Depew may 
be appointed ambassador to the court 
of St. James to succeed Joseph H. 
Choate, who has been the representa- 
tive of this country in England since 
the first administration of President 
McKinley and who, it is said, desires 


to be relleyed from further diplomatic 
duties. 


Another theory of solution is that 
Senator Platt, who is bowed by age and 
infirmities, may resign and leave a 
clear field for the election of Black and 
the re-election of Depew. Matters 
lave not developed sufficiently to war- 
rant a conclusion being drawn as to 
the means ‘vhich may be adopted to 
avoid a conflict on this matter. 


In the meantime it is evident that | 
the friends of Platt are preparing to 
protect his interests. The first  evi- | 


dence of this is a social gathering at 
which Platt will be the host, and which 
will be a buckwheat breakfast given by 
him and Mrs. Platt to a number of his 
influential followers in Owego on Nov. 
15. Invitations have been issued which 
state that the breakfast is to be held 
“in celebration of the triumphant elec- | 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt and Charles 
W. Fairbanks.” There is no doubt but 
that Platt on that occasion will discuss 
with the men who have been faithful 
to his leadership the course which they 
will pursue in case of a contest over 
Depew’s re-election. 

It is learned from a_ trustworthy 
source here today that when Depew 
and Platt visited Governor Odell in 
New York some time prior to election | 
end requested him to state his position | 
on the United States senatorship he | 
would not commit himself to any candi- | 
date ana declined to say that he would 
support Depew for re-election. It is 
also learned that when Governor-elect 
Higgins was asked about the same time 
as to whom he favored as Depew’s suc- 
cessor he replied that his choice was 
Black. Governor Odell wants at least 
one of the United States senators rep- 
resenting this state to be in close touch 
with him and his interests. j 

It is said that Black, when me 
proached by Odell on the former's ac- 
ceptance of election if he were decided 
upon as the man, suggested to the lat- 
ter that he take it himself and that 
Odel] replied that he did not want It, 
but that he did want black as his per- 
sonal representative in the national 
Capitol. 

Odell controls, as has been demon- 
strated on many occasions, a majority 
of the Republican organization leaders, 
and if the story that Higgins favors! 
the election of Black is true, there seems 
to be little question as to the result of 
the contest if it were conducted along 
the lines of an open fight. 

This condition, coupled with the re-| 
port that matters had been deter- 
mined to the satisfaction of Depew, 
strengthens the conclusion that Black 
may be elected and Depew either made 
ambassador to Great Britain or re- 
tained in his present place, Platt re-| 
signing and Black succeeding him. 

A friend of Governor Black’s states 
that the governor hag told men in close 
touch with him that while it would} 
mean a sacrifice of money of his oF 
tensive law practice, and would neces- 
sitate a greater sacrifice of time than 
he would like to give to public matters, 
yet, in view of the conditions which 
have developed in the party organiza- 
tion, he did not see how he could de- 
cline the election if it were offered him.

BREAKFAST IN ENGLAND. 


The Evolation From Ale and Wine 
to the Modern Meal. 

According to the Oxford Dictionary, 
1463 is the date of the earliest men- 
tion of breakfast, but until a century 
ago it consisted only of a draft of ale 
or tea or chocolate. There were only 
two meals a day—dinner, ranging from 
9 o'clock in the morning in the fifteenth 
century to noon in the seventeenth, 
and supper, which similarly advanced 
from 5 in the afternoon to 7 o'clock. 
Pepys, for instance, went down to the 
admiralty at 4 and 5 in the morning 
on no other breakfast than half a 
pint of wine or a dram of cordial. 
But in the eighteenth century dinner 
was gradually postponed until 5 or 0 
o’clock in the afternoon. When it 
passed midday breakfast became a 
necessity and a meal. Before this 
hunger had demanded the addition of 
bread and some such relish as radishes 
to the morning draft. 

But when, a hundred years ago, cold 
meats and fish began to be served at 
breakfast the utmost surprise was ex- 
pressed. Its novelty made it fashion- 
able and led to the giving of breakfast 
parties. Eleven or 12 o'clock was the 
hour, and it was declared to be par ex- 
cellence the meal for poets. Tom 
Moore was an inveterate breakfaster 
and after the trencher work sung for 
the company’s entertainment. 

Breakfast finally became an Iinstitu- 
tion, as a necessary oasis in the long 
stretch between supper overnight and 
dinner the next afternoon. This ac- 
ceptance of breakfast a century ago 
thus made England for the first time 
a three meals a day nation. 


FOOD FOR THE CAT. 


Puss Should Get Green Stuff Both Ip 
Winter and Summer, 

It is a common thing to hear women 
say that they cannot keep growing 
plants of any kind in their rooms on 
account of the cat, who persists in 
nibbling and biting the leaves and new 
buds as they make their appearance,

The reason for this seeming vandal- 
ism is perfectly plain or ought to be. 
The cat requires green food if it is to 
be kept healthy and happy and takes 
the shortest road to getting it. 

In summer, following this need of 
its system, a cat will eat grass freely. 
In winter or in the city, when this 
supply of green fodder {is cut off, com- 
mon sense suggests that the cat be ar- 
tifictally provided with it. 

For its own sake as well as for the 
safety of the Boston fern and the rub- 
ber plant, why not plant a cigar box 
of soil with some quick growing thing 
like oats on sorrel and let the cat help 
itself? 

It will soon realize the glad fact that 
the plants are meant for it, as proved 
by the fact that indulgence brings no 
aftermath of slaps or scoldings. 

As one crop fails sow another and 
keep it up till Mother Earth provides 
a more liberal supply of her own, and 
your cat will bless you.—New York 
Tribune. 


The Throne of England. 

Some authorities hold that the coro- 
nation chair in Westminster abbey is 
entitled to be called the throne, as be 
ing the one occupied by the sovereign 
at his or her coronation. Others main- 
tain that the throne in the house of 
lords is really the official throne, as it 
is occupied by the sovereign for state 
purposes at the opening of parliament. 
Others again say that there is no real 
throne in the strictest acceptation of 
the word and that all the thrones or 
chairs of state in the various palaces 
throughout the kingdom are equally 
entitled to be called “the throne,” inas- 
much as they are used as such when 
the sovereign happens to be in res!- 
dence at that particular palace and 
holds any levee or other strictly official 
reception. The most general opinion, 
however, seems to be that the throne 
in the house of lords is really entitled 
to be called “the throne of England.” 


Pluck and Success. 

An argument against discourage- 
ment after repeated fallures is offered 
by the life of George Frederick Watts, 
the great English painter. 

That he was quite the most impor- 
tant of Great Britain’s artists is now 
everywhere admitted, yet his merit 
was not generally recognized until aft- 
er he had passed his sixtieth birthday. 
Before he died he said, with a smile, 
that he had never been discouraged 
once in spite of all the unjust criticism 
and, more maddening still, the utter 
indifference with which his pictures 
were received until after he had begun 
to descend the hill toward the ralley of 
old age.

The 
der northern part has plenty of rain, 
but in the central and southern parts 
little besides sagebrush grows without 
artificial watering.

The Snake river rises in the Yellow- 
stone park and then falls quickly out 
of it. From northwestern Wyoming, 
where the melting snows from lofty 
mountains trickle down to make a siz- 
it dawdles southwesterly 
through a broad valley, the 
two big counties of Fremont and Bing 
ham mImips show many settle 
ments due to the extensive irrigation 
of what was once a desert covered with

from this region. The Snake is a big 
strenm for considerably more than a 
thousand miles, finally mingling with 
the waters of the Columbia in the 
state of Washington. The r car 
ries a large amount of fine flour gold, 
and placer mining by hand and with 
dredges is carried on in the upper 
renches. No wonder the lands irrigat 
ed by this river are rich, if geld is 
wealth. 


If one may believe his eyes and the 
sense of touch all claims on the part of 
Idaho are here made good. In the ex 
hibit are forty-seven varieties of wheat, 
forty-one varieties of thirty-two 
varieties of barley, thirty-four varieties 
of grasses and two of flax. The 
are shown both in the sheaf 
thrashed. Under irrigation all g 
grow much heavier than the standards 
of bushel weights. For example, the 
standard for oats is thirty-two pounds 
The average welght of Idaho oats is 
forty-two to forty-six pounds to the 
bushel and the yield 100 to 110 bushels 
to the acte. <A sack of oats re 
ceived at the exhibit was sent to an- 
other part of the Palace of Agriculture 
to be graded. The third or poorest 
grade welghed thirty-eight pounds to 
the bushel. The standard for wheat is 
sixty pounds to the bushel. The wheat 
of Idaho weighs sixty-two to sixty- 
four pounds. The barley standard 
forty-eight Roane, The irrigated bar- 
ley here weighs fifty-three to fifty-four 
pounds to the bushel. The yield of al- 
falfa seed ordinarily is two to four 
bushels to the acre. On the irrigated 
desert near Boise. it is five to ten bush- 
els to the acre. The usual yield of red 
bushels to 
the acre, but here it is five to twelve 
bushels. A storekeeper from a town 
near Boise told me he paid a man 
$1,082 for the alfalfa seed raised on 
twelve acres after the man had taken 
off three crops of alfalfa.

There are many private irrigation sys- 
tems and a number under the Cary 
act. The largest in the state, and, in 
fact, the largest in the United States, 
is now undergoing development on the 
south side of Snake river in Cassia 
county. The tract 50 miles Jong 
and comtains 270,000 acres. The water 
is taken from the Snake river at the 
head of the great canyon, where a 
dam 80 feet high and 2,000 feet long 
has been built. The main canal is 
70 miles long. Water will be turned 
on the land for the first time this fall. 
The state sells the land at 50 cents an 
acre, and the perpetual water right 
costs $25 an acre, the payment extend- 
ing over ten years. The supply is suf- 
ficient to put a foot depth of water on 
the entire tract a month. The 
land is opened under the Cary act and 
does not require personal presence to 
secure land, although the buyer must 
live on it to perfect the title. It hap- 
pened that on the day of my visit to 
the Idaho exhibit the state land board 
opened for public entry 100,000 acres 
of this land at Twin Falls.

The honeybee is quite a necessity in 
the raising of fruits, for, in the ab- 
sence of other insects in the newly 
fruitful lands, the bee is an industri 
ous pollenizer of the blossoms. This is 
one of the reasons why Idaho is able 
to exhibit such fine honey, the alfalfa 
blossoms following the orchards in 
blooming and furnishing bee pasture 
the season through. 

All except tropical fruits flourish 
along the Snake river, as the winters 
are mild, the state lying on the west- 
ern side of the continental divide and 
coming under the influence of the Pa 
cific ocean. Even the Tokay grapes 
grow at Lewiston, a city as far north 
as Duluth, Minn. The Idaho fruit ex 
hibit in the Palace of Horticulture em 
braces sixty-two varieties of grapes. 
Among these is the Hunisa, Ain- 
Late, a sweet grape from Ain- 
tab, Syria, a fine keeper and heavy 
bearer, which holds great promise as 
a commercial variety. These grapes 
are from the first vines of the Hunisa 
fruited in the United States, at Lewis- 
ton in 1903. One bunch of the Tokays 
in the Idaho exhibit welghs four 
pounds thirteen ounces, and pictures 
of the vineyards indicate great success 


or 


in fruit growing. Here are displays 
of the silver prunes as well as the 
Italian, French and Hungarian varie- 
ties, Fresh apples have been on the 
tables here eight weeks without re-! 
newal, and cold storage apples have | 
been here seventeen weeks without 


changing and are still in fine condition. 
The Idaho apple show embraces forty- 
three varieties at the present time. The 
display of late Crawford peaches three 
inches in diameter and of Clargeau and 
Flemish makes one’s 
mouth water.

The national government has under 
taken a great irrigation work at Mini- 
doka which is not so extensive as the 
Twin Falls tract just opened, but it! 
will be several years before the water 


will be available under government di 
rection. The most advanced part of 
the state is perhaps in the Payette 
river country a few miles north 
Boise, where land that sold five years 
ago at $25 


hands at $150 to $250 an acre. To il- 
lustrate the eagerness with which the 
people from all directions flock to a 
newly frrigated region, it may be stat- 
ed that $80,000 worth of building lots 
in the town of Twin 
Falls before a house was built or water 
turned into the main canal, and the 
railroad, to be completed next spring, 
still twenty-five miles away. The ex- 
tensive mining interests of Idaho make 
a warket for nearly all her agricultural 
and horticultural products.

til yesterday, when a search was made 
in the burning timbers and his body 
was found in the bathroom of the 
dwelling. He, too, had been shot down 
before being left to be consumed by 
the flames. 

The body of Mr. Weber was so badly 
burned that it has been impossible to 
ascertain how often he was shot. It 
bas been ascertained beyond a doubt 
that the women were shot in one room| 
and their clothing set on fire, and that 
they were then dragged into the apart- 
ment where their bodies were dis-! 
covered. ‘This is shown by the fact 
that the apartment in which they were 
lying was not on fire when the fire- 
men broke in. Coroner Sheperd, Sheriff 
Kean and District Attorney Robinson 
are making a thorough investigation of 
the trageuy. 

The robbery theory is about ex- 
ploded. Adolph Weber, a son, aged 20, 
the only surviving member of the fam- 
ily, told the coroner and sheriff that 
he did not think the motive was either 
robbery or revenge. When asked if he 
had a theory he said he had, but would 
not give it. He did say, reluctantly, 
that his father had a violent temper. 
The boy said he left the house about 
6:30 Thursday evening and came down 
town, purchased a pair of trousers and 
gid sever@l othér errands. When he 


went to the fire he dropped his old 
trousers, which were in a bundle, in 
the burning building. Young Weber 
has a good reputation. Two 22-calibre 
revolvers were found, but the bullets 
extracted from the bodies were of 32-| 
calibre. The ofticers are looking for 


the pistol from which they were fired. | 

The autopsy last night on the body 
of Weber disclosed a bullet wound 
through the heart. The diameter of 
the wound was the same as that in the 
bodies of Mrs. Weber and Miss Weber, 
who were shot with a 32-calibre weap- 
on. Owing to the fact that Weber's 
body was badly burned, no bullet could 
be found. The opening session of the 
inquest diu not throw any light on the! 
murders. 

Julius Weber was a retired brewer ! 
and was a man of considerable wealth.

YE PIOUS PILGRIMS. 


Ye Buck Was Shot on Ye Lord's Day, 
but They Ate It. 

That the pious pilgrims of Plymouth 
rock were not without some sense of 
humor is shown in this account of a 
colonial Thanksgiving church service 
and dinner, written in the year 1714 
by the Rev. Lawrence Conant of the 
Old South parish in Danvers, Mass.: 

“Ye governor was in ye house and 
her majesty’s commissioners of ye cus- 
toms, and tkey sat together in a high 
seat of ye pulpit stairs.

For Christmas Gifts 


INTO tagliato embroidery Is a 
new and beautiful idea in the 
needlework world which lends 
itself perfectly to the fashion- 

ing of lovely Christmas presents. 

Any number of useful and dainty 
gifts may be made with this embroid- 
ery, including table dotlies, 
cushion covers and dress trimmings. A 
few remarks as to the work itself may 
be useful. First, the fancy stitches are 
taken on the materia! itself, the ground 
being cut away from the back of the 
stitches, leaving a filling of openwork 
lace designs on 
a solid founda- 
tion. The stitch- 
es are made 
with silk, and 
when the artt- 
cle is complet- 
ed it does not 
resemble lace, 
drawn thread 
work or em- 
broidery, but is 
an indescriba- 
ble and delightful blending of all three, 
possessing a distinct individuality of 
its own. Every part of the design can 
be carried out in a different stitch. 
There are about 200 suitable ones, and 
after a little practice it Is quite easy 
to invent stitches of one’s own. This 
not only relieves the work of all mo- 
notony, but offers at the same time un- 
limited scope to the worker.

New York, Noy. 14.—New York is en- 
tirely cut off from the south and west 
by a fierce hurricane, accompanied by 


rain and snow, which swept the At- 
lantic coast. 
Starting from Florida Saturday 


| night, the storm of wind and rain came 
| up the coast at almost cyclonic speed. 


Early Sunday morning it was central 
off Cape sfatteras, although its ever- 
gathering force was felt fur to .ne 
northward. 

Rain began falling in New York at 
and early in the afternoon 
changed to a wet snow. The wind 
veered to the southeast and shortly as- 
sumed hurricane proportions. At 6 
o'clock last night the local weather 
bureau noted a velocity of 42 miles an 
hour, which increased to 48 miles at 
8:30 o'clock. That speed kept up for 
several hours. 

Wire service outsiue of New York is 
tied up more effectually than at any 
other time since the blizzard of 1888. 
The Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph companies have no direct cem- 
munications with cities further south 
than Baltimore and all western points 
are cut off. 

Shortly after noon the _ telegraph 
companies commenced to feel the ef- 
fects of the storm. As wire after wire 
went do-yn and city after city was lost, 
the repair gangs were notitied, but 
owing to the day aud the heavy storm 
if was long after dark before the full 
force could be mustered. 

Late in the afternoon it was 
ported that over 100 poles along the 
Erie railroad had gone down, com- 
pletely putting the New York-Buffalo- 
Chicago wires by that route out of ser- 
vice. Recourse for a short time was 
bad to wires via Albany and Syracuse,

The long distance telephone com- 
pany also has been badly handicapped 
lu its service. Many of its wires are 
dcwn in the storm swept area, but as 
its poles follow highways rather than 
raflroad tracks, they are not as likely to 
give way to wash-outs. 

The ferryboat Port Morris left Ninety- 
ninth street for College Point at 6:30 
e’clock last night with 11 passengers 
and four large trucks and their drivers. 
The wind blew a hurricane across 
Bowery bay and the ¥ aves were lashed 
half way to the top of the craft by 
the fury of the storm. ‘The vessei was 
proceeding slowly, but the snow 
blinded tke pilot and shut out familiar 
lights so that, when a short distance 
from College Point, sue Struck a ledge. 
The heavy sea forced the vessel into a 
rocky trap and she soon settled in a 
helpless position. 

The steamer’s signals of distress 
were answered by steamer Franklin 
Edson, which made many attempts to 
stand by. The tide, wind and darkness 
rendered this so perilous that the ka- 
son returned to New York and sent 
word to the police boat Patrol, which 
made five ineffecual attempts to reach 
the Port Morris and narrowly escaped 
going on the ledge. Unable to succor 
the storm-bound craft, the Patrol 
steamed to New Yoru and called for 
volunteers to man a _ lifeboat. Six 
men responded and in the face of the 
biting gale the boat started for the 
ferryboat. Before the lifesavers could 
reach the Port Merris, a small steam 
launch, sent out by the captain ef the 
Edson, got under the lee of the wreck 
and after extreme difficulty, in which 
they were subjected to great danger, 
the 11 passengers were lowered into 
the launch. The four truck drivers re- 
fused to desert their horses. 

The launch attempted to land the 
passengers, but with its gunwales al- 
most at the water’s edge and the wayes 
sweeping over the little craft, this was 
impossible, and after much labor the 
passengers were transferred to the Pa- 
trol, which landed them. 

The captain of the Patro] said last 
night was one of the worst nights he 
had ever seen on the East river.

At the other places from 
eight to 20 were on hand, The machin 
ery was started in all the mills con- 
trolled by the Cotton Manufacturers’ 
association promptly at 6:30 o'clock. It 
is understood that it will be kept in op 
eration for two or three days, after 
which, unless the strikers return to 
work in sufficient numbers, it will be 
stopped again.

It was 
thereupon declared by Deputy DeVil- 
leneuve that the facts were now estab- 
lished and that therefore it was impos- 
sible that the genera! should remain in 
office and he urged the chamber to re- 
member that Premier Combes had tol- 
erated and approved the espionage em- 
ployed by the war office.

To Handle Through Freight East 
or West. 


No recent mazocuvre of the kind has 


aroused such wide-spread interest 
among the members of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and kindred 


bodies throughout New England as the 
coup by which the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad has 


acquired control of the New York, 
Ontario & Western, Unlike most de- 
velopments of the kind which are 


usvally foreshadowed well in adyance 
of their actual accomplishment this 
came as a complete surprise even to 
those who usually bave inside ivforma- 
tion of such movements. Among rail- 
road officials it is generally agreed 
that this will rank as the most im- 
portant piece of railroad strategy of 
the year, upless something very remark- 
able takes place between now and the 
end of December. 

A great deal has been said and 
written about the danger with which 
New England industries were threatened 
by the competition of other sections 
which possess an advantage in being 
able to secure their fuel supply or their 
raw material more cheaply. Many sug- 
gestions have been made for strengthen- 
ing the position of this, the greatest 
manufacturing section of the country. 
Suddenly a New England 
meeting in New Haven, 
through their orders to certain men in 
Wall street, quietly, in fact secretly, 
provide a solution of ‘the problem in a 
totally unexpected maouer. 

Their action was taken so unostenta- 
tiously and was consummated so quick- 
ly that even now few New England 
businessmen realize what it really 
means to them or what it may have 
saved them from. Any railroad man 
with half an eye, however, can see the 
tactical advantage which it gives to the 
business and manufacturing interests of 
New England by simply glancing over a 
map of the territory covered by the 
Ontario & Western, bearing in mind 
that the New Haven controls and con- 
nects with it by means of the Pough- 
keepsie bridge route. 

The industrial supremacy of the New 
England States depends upon a certain 
supply of coal at reasonable rates and 
upon reasouable freight charges for 
their raw materia] and their manu- 
factured products. In the southern 
part of New England all this material 
is transported on the New Haven sys- 
tem. The New Haven is an originating 
and terminating line for freight. That 
is, it gathers freight from New England 
for delivery to thethrough lines and 
takes freight originating west of the 
Hudson for distribution in New Eng- 
land, 

Take the latter class of business, for 
example, and see what the New Haven’s 
position has been heretofore. Since 
it could not compete for through ship- 
ments from the Lakes it has been 
largely at the mercy-of the trunk line 
association. 

Today the situation is very different 
and much more advantageous from the 
point of view of the New England 
business map. One of the terminals of 
the Ontario and Western is at Oswego 
on Lake Ontario, That means that if 
apy attempt is made to dictate unfavor- 
ably to the New England road it can 
take lake-carried freight directly over 
its line by way of this port. Further- 
more, the Ontario & Westeru has track- 
age rights over the Rome, Watertown & 
Ogdensburg which enables it to have a 
voice in the rate-making business as 
far West as Lake Erie, which is far 
enough for all practica] purposes.

Genera! Stoessel's action in sacrific- 
ing one of his destroyers for the sake 
of getting messages through to St. Pe- 
tersburg may reasonably be taken as 
showing the great importance he at- 
taches to getting word to his superior 
officers. It is, of course, possible that 
he has come to feel that surrender of 
Port Arthur is preferable to further 
sacrifice of his men, and is laying that 
course before the government. It may 
be that he has found his resistance so 
near its limit that he feels bound to set 
a time beyond which aid from the 
Baltic fleet will be unavailing. 

All these ideas are mere speculation, 
with nothing more to sustain them 
than the reports from the Japanese be- 
siegers that the Russians are ema- 
clated, showing that they lack food; 
and that makeshift shells show the gar- 
rison to be short of ammunition. If 
this last inference is sound, the fall of 
the town is, of course, near. Other- 
wise, the astonishing way in which 
the Russian forts have withstood the 
battering of the Japanese siege guns 
promises resistance for weeks to come. 

The blowing up of the Rastoropny is 
a marked sign of Russian contempt 
for China’s ability or willingness to 
protect with force the neutrality of her 
ports. Another sign is Russia's viola- 
tion of that neutrality by sending mili- 
tary dispatches over Chinese telegraph 
lines. 


Trend of Stoessel’s Report 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 17.—General 
Stoessel’s report has not been given out, 
but it is understood that it contains no 
request for instructions regarding the 
surrender of Port Arthur. It is intt- 
mated that the report goes at consider- 
able length into details of the recent 
fierce land fighting, but says that the 
{nterior line of defenses remains intact. 
Genera! Stoesse) believes he will beable 
to withstand the Japanese assaults for 
some time to come. The blockade has 
been run by a ship with a cargo of war 
munitions, food and hospital supplies. 
Some warships in the barbor have been 
damaged by shel! fire, but not serious- 
ly. Many guns have been removed 
from the ships and mounted on shore, 
where large drafts from the crews are 
taking turns in aiding the garrison in 
its heroic defense of the fortress.

Story That It May Be Violated 
__ Ip the North Sea Dispute 
London, Nov. 17.—The Daily Tele- 

graph’s St. Petersburg correspondent 

asserts that the Russian admiralty has 
gained an ascendency which compels 
the foreign office to repudiate its agree- 
ment with Great Britain regarding the 

North sea dispute and that Count Ben- 

kendorff, Russian ambassador to 

Great Britain, will be made the scape- 

goat and probably will be recaued.

The paper 
concludes by saying that it “cannot be- 
lieve the czar will treat thus lightly the 
word of Russia pledged in bis name.”

After Neck Wss Broken 


REPENTANT AT THE END. 


Youth Was Absolutely Self-Pos- 
sessed Up to the Last Minute-- 
Satisfied to Give Life For Kill- 


ing Former Employer 


Wethersfield, Conn., Nov. 17.—Joseph 
Watson, a negro, 18 years old, who’ 
murdered Henry Osborn of Hartford 
last August, pald the penalty for his | 
crime this morning when he was put 
to death by hanging on the gallows in 
the state prison. The drop was sprung 
at 12:08 and 12:15 Dr. Fox, the prison 
physician, declared him dead.

Up to the last minute his remarkable 
nerve held out and he seemed satisfied 
to give his life as the penalty for his| 
cold-blooded crime. Warden Garvin} 
superintended the execution and sprung 
the drop, and as witnesses to the hang- 
ing were the state prison directors, 
Rey. Mr. Crook, the deputy warden 
and representatives of the press. 

The crime for which Watson met 
death was committed on the morning ot 
Aug. 5, when he shot to death Henry 
Osborn, former police commissioner of 
Hartford, at the latter’s home on Cap- 
itol avenue. He forced his way into 
the house the night before and, as was 
his custom when ue was in the em- 
ploy of Osborn, slept in the basement. 

The next morning he went into Os- 
born’s chamber, pistol in hand, and be- 
gan the attack. In the struggle Os- 
born’s cries were heard by neighbors 
and Osborn was quickly found in a dy- 
ing condition from three wounds. He 
did not live to reach the hospital. 

Watson hid under a mattress on a 
bed, and for nine hours the police con- 
ducted a search, several times passing 
within a foot of the negro. He was 
not found until by accident the mat- 
tress was lifted. 

Watson was convicted in the superior 
court in September. His plea was self- 
defense, ue claiming that he did not 
shoot Osborn until the latter had at- 
tacked him for demanding wages al- 
leged to be due.

WATSON IS HANGED 


Showed Remarkable Vitality | 
After Neck Wss Broken 


REPENTANT AT THE END. 


Youth Was Absolutely Self-Pos-' 
sessed Up to the Last Minute--, 
Satisfied to Give Life For Kill-' 
ing Former Employer 


Wethersfield, Conn., Nov. 17.—Joseph | 
Watson, a negro, 18 years old, who 
wurdered Henry Osborn of Hartford 
last August, paid the penalty for his 
crime this morning when he was put 
to death by hanging on the gallows in 
the state prison. The drop was sprung 
at 12:08 and 12:15 Dr. Fox, the prison 
physician, declared him dead. 

The reflex muscular action shown by | 
Watson after the drop was sprung was 
the most remarkable seen here in many | 
years. While suspended in the air and! 
apparently after his neck had been! 
broken he clasped his hands, then drew | 
them apart and finally let them drop to} 
his side. He was exceptionally strong | 
and his remarkable vitality is attrib-| 
uted to his excellent physical condition. ! 

Shortly before midnight the sacra-| 
ment was administered to the con- 
demned man and later he knelt in! 
prayer with his spiritual adviser, Rev.! 
He was then led to the’ 
prison yagd and was absolutely self-! 
possessed> He looked about the yard 
in a satisfied manner and _ stepped 
briskly up the steps to the platform 
and by motions of the head aided 
Deputy Warden Baisten in the adjust- 
ment of the noose. 

Up to the last minute his remarkable 
nerve held out and he seemed satisfied 
to give his life as the penalty for his | 
cold-blooded crime. Warden Garvin} 
superintended the execution and sprung 
the drop, and as witnesses to the hang- | 
ing were the state prison directors, 
Rey. Mr. Crook, the deputy warden 
and representatives of the press. 

The crime for which Watson met 
death was committed on the morning of 
Aug. 5, when he shot to death Henry 
Osborn, former police commissioner of 
Hartford, at the latter’s home on Cap- 
itol avenue. He forced his way into 
the house the night before and, as was 
his custom when ne was in the em- 
ploy of Osborn, slept in the basement. 

The next morning he went into Os- 
born’s chamber, pistol in hand, and be- 
gan the attack. In the struggle Os- 
born’s cries were heard by neighbors 
and Osborn was quickly found in a dy- 
ing condition from three wounds. He 
did not live to reach the hospital. 

Watson hid under a mattress on a 
bed, and for nine hours the police con- 
ducted a search, several times passing 
within a foot of the negro. He was 
not found until by accident the mat- 
tress was lifted. 

Watson was convicted in the superior 
court in September. His plea was self- 
defense, we claiming that he did not 
shoot Osborn until the latter had at- 
tacked him for demanding wages al- 
leged to be due. Watson seemed to 
glory in his deed until he was taken to 
state prison, when he realized its 
enormity. He died repentant. 


In Danger of Extermination 

San Diego, Cal., Nov. 17.—Indian 
Agent Schell and C. F. Lummis, the 
author, say that there are at present 
nearly 200 Indians on the Campora 
reservation who are hard working, in- 
telligent, farming people. No rain has 
fallen to start the seed planted, and 
the unfortunates are now subsisting 
chiefly upon acorns. “Unless relief 
eomes,” said Lummis, “all the Indians 
will be dead before New Year's day.” 


Lifeboat’s Long Journey 

St. Jofins, Nov. 17.—The lifeboat 
Urad, from Norway, which sailed Aug. 
7 bound for St. Johns and New York 
and thence for St. Louis with her de 
signer, Captain Brude, and three 
others aboard, has arrived in tLis har- 
bor.

The 
boat was built to compete for the prize 
for the best lifeboat at the St. Louis 
exposition.

It was intimated that 
proffers of financial assistance from 
Catholics throughout the country had 
been made. For the present, the 
finances of the institution will be man- 
aged by the committee appointed last 
year. 

Rector O'Connell issued a_pre- 
liminary statement regarding the af- 
fairs of the university, a resolution 
having been adopted by the trustees to 
that effect. It says: 


“The board of trustees takes this oc 
casion to thank all those who con 
tributed so generously in the past year 
for support of the university and 
thereby exhibited their de Sire to corre 
spond to the wishes of the pope. The 
collections last year amounted to over 
$105,000, “Out of this amount and 


other contributions the university was 
able to pay off its floating debt, which 
amounted to $68,743. and to pay cur- 
rent expenses as wel] as to invest $50,- 
000. In addition to this, $50,000 were 
contributed by the Knights of Colum- 
bus to found the cha:r of American 
history. This $10,000 was placed for 
investment in the hands of the finance 
committee. No money was placed in 
the hands of Mr. Waggaman since 
April, 1903, and therefore no part of 
this $100,000 is involved in the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings brought against 
him. The trustees considered this fail- 
ure and approved the course taken by 
the counsel for the university in look- 
ing after its interests. We ask for the 
generous co-operation o1 all people of 
the country who are interested in the 
walfare of the university to do every- 
thing in their power to assist in build- 
ing it up.”

NOVEL PLAN TO FORD THE YALU | 


| 


Banko Takano’s Gallant Attempt to 
Walk Across on the River's Bot- 
tom When Ordered to Ascertain 
Main Stream’s Width and Depth. 
Why It Was Dangerous to Swim! 
Across the River, | 


The heroic deed of a Japanese sol- 
dier in the present war is thus describ- 
ed by Oscar King Davis in his article ; 
{on “Japanese Devotion and Courage” 
in the November Century: 

Sanko Takano, sergeant major, spe- 
cial duty, belongs to the Second com- 
pany, Second cavalry regiment, Sec- 
ond division. On a dark night in early 
April, soon after his regiment had 
reached the Yalu river, he and Lance 
Corporal Shinobu Watanabe were sent 
out with a third man to ascertain the 
| width and depth of the main stream of 
| the river where it flows between two 


i large islands opposite Wiju. ‘They 
crossed the first channel in a _ boat, 


which the sergeant major and the cor- 
poral left on the first island in charge 
of the third man. Then the two work- 
ed across the island to the main 
| stream. The Russians occupied a little 
village on the opposite side, directly 
across from the place where Takano 
and Watanabe struck the river. Taka- 
no saw that it would be very difficult 
to get across without attracting their 
attention. Ice was running in the riv- 
er, and the water was bitterly cold. 
Takano thought that if he tried to 
swim he would surely arouse the Rus- 
slans. So he determined to walk across 
_ on the bottom of the river, rising occa- 
sionally for breath! They had a coil of 
light rope with them. Takano took off 
his uniform and fastened one end of 
the line to his body. Then he picked 
up a stone to help him keep on the 
bottom and waded in, leaving the 
lance corporal to hold the rope by 
which he was to be dregsed back 
whenever he gave a of two 
sbarp pulls. 

Pounded by the ice and chilled to the 
marrow by the cold water, Takano 
struggled on. The water rose over his 
head, but the heavy stone he carried 
enabled him to keep on the bottom. 
Now he could walk a little faster, for 
| he was free from the battering ice, but 

as he neared the center of the stream 

the current grew swifter and swifter 
| until, if it had not been for the stone 
he carried, it would have swept him 
down. He grew numb from the cold, 
and it took all his strength, stout swim- 
mer as he was, to rise to the surface 
and stay there long enough to breathe. 
, Yet he dared not drop the weight, for 
| he knew he could not get down to the 
| bottom again. So he worked, with 
| Watanabe paying out the rope, until 
| he felt the bottom rising and knew he 
was beyond the middle of the stream. 

Almost senseless, Takano stumbled 

along, striving to carry out the letter 
| of his orders and reach the opposite 
bank. But not even Japanese nature 
could stand such a test, and Watanabe, 
waiting on the bank, felt the long 
steady pull on the rope that told him 
Takano had lost consciousness. With 
all his might the corporal hauled in the 
line and soon had the unconscious ser- 
geant major out of the water. 

A brisk rubbing and the contents of 
his flask finally revived Takano, who 
got into his warm, dry uniform again 
and started back with the corporal 
across the island. But when they 
reached the place where they had left 
the boat it was gone. The third man, 
concluding that they had been captured 
by the Russians, had started back. 
There was nothing for it but to swim, 
60 in the two men plunged. The float- 
ing ice hammered them, and the cold 
water numbed them, so that they could 
not make headway against the current 
and were carried downstream. But 
fortune had not deserted them, and 
they drifted against the boat in which 
their comrade was trying to scull back 
to shore. He, too, had been swept 
| downstream by the swift water and 
the ice, which hindered his sculling. 
He hauled them in, and soon they were 
landed on the Wiju side, to be com- 
mended by their captain for showing 
the real spirit of Yamato Damashii (the 
ancestor worship of the Japanese).

IN THE SICKROOM. 


Wear soft shoes, but those which will 
not shuffle, 

Write down the doctor’s orders so as 
to allow of no mistake. 

Wear plain wash stuff gowns which 
are at least two inches above the fioor. 

Do not have much starch in the wear- 
ing apparel or the rustle may annoy 
the invalid. 

Remember that a sick person is pain- 
fully aware of disorder about the room 
or the nurse. 

In any long illness keep plenty of 
disinfectant around the room to render 
it fresh and sweet. 

Keep the patient well supplied with 
clean bedclothing, as it is not only san- 
itary, but refreshing, to have clean lin- 
en. 

Be careful not to betray any nerv- 
ousness or fuss about drafts or medi- 
cines. Do everything in a quiet but 
not stealthy fashion. 

A Plea For the Boy. 

We see much in our periodicals now- 
adays about beautifying our back 
yards—a most commendable reform— 
but to what out of the way corner has 
the small boy’s precious belongings 
been relegated? Surely the little fel- 
low’s rights are to be respected, but 
we see no indications in the numerous 
photographs of ornamental back yards 
of a vine covered workshop where the 
Saw, the hatchet and bits of wood, 
ete., so dear to a boy’s heart, are to be 
found. The boys should have a portion 
screened from the rest of the garden 
by a high trellis or fence of chicken 
wire, which would be a thing of beau- 
ty when covered with blossoming 
vines; then they will not be driven so 
often to find amusement on the streets. 


Stale Bread Griddlecakes. 

Soak two cups of stale breadcrumbs 
for one hour in a quart of milk which 
must be boiling hot. Pour this over the 
breadcrumbs. Separate the yolks and 
whites of two eggs and beat light. In- 
to the soaked breadcrumbs add first 
the beaten yolks, then three ounces of 
flour, a tablespoonful melted butter, a 
small teaspoonful of salt. Beat these 
well; then stir in lightly two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder and the beaten 
whites. Grease the griddle and bake 
quickly in small thin cakes until a 
golden brown. These are the most 
wholesome of all griddlecakes. 


Jellies and Custards. 

Almost every housekeeper knows the 
value of a wet hot towel in unmolding 
jellies and custards. They will appre- 
ciate the suggestion in Good House- 
keeping of a cold towel to assist re- 
moving a cake or pie from the baking 
tin. Wring the cloth out of cold wa- 
ter, fold and lay on the table and set 


the hot baking tin on it for a few! 


minutes, when the obdurate cake or 
pie may easily be removed.

ORIGINAL GRANT. 


Of the Land Now Known as 
Braintree, Quincy and Ranpolph. 


Upon the wall of Braintree hall there 
has been hung recently a fae-simile of 
the original grant to the people of 
Braintree of the lands which now com- 
prisé Braintree, Randolph and Quincy, 
from the Indian chief Wampatuck.

How the Army at Valley Forge Cele 
brated Burgoyne'’s Surrender. 
The first national Thanksgiving day 
was authorized by congress for Thurs- 
day, Dec. 16, 1777, in view of the sur- 
render of General Burgoyne. The 
manner in which the day was observ- 
ed, aside from religious exercises, by 
the army at Valley Forge is thus de- 
scribed by an officer of Washington's 

army: 

“Last Wednesday was set apart as n 
day of general rejoicing, when we had 
a feu de joie, conducted with the 
| greatest order and regularity. The 
army made a most brilliant appear- 
ance, after which his excellency dined 
in public with all the officers of the 
army, attended by a band of music. 
I never was present where there was 
such unfeigned and perfect joy as 
was discovered in every countenance. 

“The entertainment concluded 
with a number of patriotic toasts at- 
tended with huzzas. When the gen- 
eral took his leave there was a uni- 
versal clap, with loud huzzas, which 
continued till he had proceeded a quar- 
ter of a mile, during which time there 
were a thousand hats tossed in the air. 
His excellency turned around with his 
retinue and huzzaed several times.”

Far Greater Than We are 
Apt to Realize. 


A Flank Movement 
Necessary. 


Time for Christian People of imei 
to Awake.

The way of treating the whole subject 
of temperance has changed in the last 
few years. Temperance was regarded 
as an isolated and specialized work. A 
few remedies were considered sutticient 
to deal with it. ‘The individual pledge 
of abstinence, the prohibition of 
pictorial instruction in the public 
schools and an annual agitation of the 
subject, covered the methods of temper- 
ance activity. 

Any man who takes that 
is behind the time.

3. Is ittrue that the thirst for liquor 
is not so much a question of drink as 
of food, and that to know why a poor 
man drioks one has only to look 
his dinner pail? 

Is it drink which robs men of their 
earnings or is it the fluctuation io 
earnings which drives men to drink ? 

How does it happen that the wine 
drinking peoples of southern Europe are 
temperate and the water drinking Anglo 
Saxon intemperate ? 

How does it happen that drunkenness 
in our army increases when the soc celled! 
canteen within the lines is abolished ?

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FIRE ON WOUNDED 


— 


Makes Against Japanese 


HOSPITAL SHIPS TARGETS | 


Shells Dropped With “Minute 
Accuracy” and Men Driven Off 
For Purpose of Sinking Vessels | 


--Letter to the Press 


Chefoo, Noy. 21.—Genera! Balashoff, 
head of the Red Cross society at Port 
Arthur, sent to the press on the torpedo | 
boat destroyer Rastoropny, which ar- 
rived here from Port Arthur Nov. 16, 
and which was subsequently destroyed | 
by her crew in this harbor, a personal | 
letter to the press charging the Japan- 
ese with a violation ox the rules of civ- | 
ilized warfare. Owing to an error, the} 
letter of Balashoff was not delivered to 
the press until last night. 

In his letter Balashoff requests the 
publication of the charges that the 
Japanese deliberately disregarded the 
obligation of the Geneva and Hague | 
He says that they have 
compelled the abandonment by the | 
Russians of three plainly marked hos- | 
pital ships and that the wounded who 
were aboard the half-sunken steamer ! 
Andara also had to be removed. These } 
ships, says Balashoff, were anchored | 
where they did not interfere with the | 
Japanese fire against the Russian war- | 
ships. He further says that the Jap- 
anese, who use balloons to direct their 
fire and who drop their shells with 
minute accuracy into the harbor, can 
not mistake the hospital ships, and he 
charges that they deliberately drive 
the wounded from the ships for the} 
purpose of sinking the vessels. 

“This occurred recently,” continued | 
Balashoff, “but earlier I noticed sev- | 
eral instances of a concentration of fire 
on portions of the city devoted almost 
exclusively to hospitals. Other in- 
stances of uncivilized warfare are nu- 


merous, but I have no time to write 
them. I scarcely have time to eat and | 
sleep.” 


General Balashoff requests that his 
letter serve as his protest to the world 
against the tactics of the Japanese. 

As an illustration of the difficulty of 
communicating with Port Arthur, it is 
learned that of six duplicate letters 
which were sent from Chefoo to Bala- 
shoff by various sources, only one suc- 
ceeded in reaching him. 


Japs Keep Pians Secret 

Chefoo, Nov. 21.—The general at- 
tack on Port Arthur was resumed Noy. 
18 or 19, according to the report of per- 
sons arriving here today from Dalny. 
They say that the Japanese are so 
secretive that it is difficult in Dalny 
to learn the true facts. Even the offi- 
cers detailed to work at the base do 
not know what their comrades at the 
front are doling. Nov. 16 a pe- 
culiarly heavy explosion shook every 
ship lying at Dalny. The explosion was 
ascribed to the blowing up of land 
mines or a magazine. 


Japs May Have Taken Destroyers 

London, Novy. 21.—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says that the steamer 
Lienshing, from Chefoo, reports that 
three other Russian torpedo boat de- 
stroyers left Port Arthur with the de- 
stroyer Rastoropny. The Japanese 
stopped two of them and the fate of 
the third is unknown. 


Four Days Without Food 

Kingston, Jam., Nov. 21.—Steamer 
Veritas, from Santiago de Cuba, res- 
cued three men in a disabled naphtha 
launch off Guantanamo. The men 
were Jobn Martyn, Manuel Murillo and 
Seraphim Lopes. Martyn died asa re- 
sult of exposure. Murillo is ill from 
the effects of the ordeal, but Lopez 
is well. The men bad no food for four 
days.

WORN AWAY BY SHEEP. 


California Geologist Tells How Ana- 
capa Island Is Disappearing. 

That the island of Anacapa, one of 
the Santa Barbara channel group, is 
slowly disappearing in the ocean is the 
rather startling statement of Fred 
Johnson, who with a party of scien- 
tists from Berkeley, Cal., recently vis- 
ited the place, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. And more curious still, John- 
son claims that this phenomenon is 
due to the presence of 400 sheep on the 
barren rocky island. These sheep, ac- 
cording to Johnson, are actually wear- 
ing away the rocks. On the south side 
of the island they run along the top of 
precipitous cliffs, forming deep path- 
ways about three feet from the edge of 
the cliff. Rain soaks into these ruts, 
and from time to time parts of the 
bluff fall into the sea. 

On the north side of the island are 
canyons and hollows where the soil 
has collected. Between the rock and 
the upper crust the soil washes out 
and caves sometimes as deep as twen- 
ty feet are formed. The sheep run 
over the top of these, wear ruts in the 
earth, which in turn is washed into the 
sea. 

Another remarkable statement of the 
scientists who visited the island is to 
the effect that there is no drinking wa- 
ter on the island for the sheep.

CUTS OF BEEF. 


Some Information For the Housewife 
About Steaks and Roasts. 

A carcass of beef is cut in nineteen 
pieces. All the pieces and the names 
are in the dictionary. Look at the list, 
and you will find the names “tender- 
loin” and “porterheusg’’ two names 
that the inexperienced buyer has al- 
ways on his Ips. The porterhouse is 
a delusion and a snare in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred. The tenderloin 
is the thick part of the sirloin after a 
few round bone steaks have been cut 
off and is called the filet de boeuf. It 
makes a choice piece for roasting, but 
if not sold in a lump {is cut into sirloin 
steaks of three grades. The first and 
second grades are technically “hip sir- 
loin steak” and “flat bone sirloin 
steak.” These are the tenderloin steaks 
that the young housewife pays extra 
for. There are not over six of each 
kind in one carcass, so the chances are 
that she pays her good money for a 
third cut, or “round bone” sirloin, 
which ts itself a capital steak. 

Porterhouse steaks are cut from the 
small end sirloin steak, and one car- 
cass contains but a few of them. In- 
genious butchers understand the knack 
of cutting the small end sirloin so as to 
include other portions of the beef, thus 
enabling them to sell both at porter- 
house prices. 

Good beef has a juicy or sappy ap- 
pearance, with a fine, smooth grain, 
which is easily noticed. The fat, both 
outside and through the muscles, pre- 
sents a clear, straw colored appear- 
ance. The flesh should be cherry red. 
When meat rises quickly after being 
pressed, it may be considered prime.

SEWING TABLE. 


How One May Be Fashioned Out of 
Ordinary Wooden Boxes. 

Take three light wooden boxes, such 
as can be procured at any grocery 
store, all being the same length and 
width. One foot wide by two feet long 
is n convenient size. Have two of 
them three inches and the other six 
inches deep. 

Use four upright strips for the frame 
and fasten the boxes one above the 
other to these corner pieces, the lower 
box being about nine inches above the 
floor and the others at such distance 
apart that the top one is at a conven-

fent height to reach into when seated. 
The upright posts can be made as 
fancy as desired. 

Have the deepest box at the top, and 
fit it with a hinged cover. It can be 
used to hold small pieces of unfinish- 
ed work as well as the pieces of goods 
needed in the regular weekly mending. 
It should be lined with suitable mate- 
rial, pockets being made on each side 
to hold materials for fancy work, and 
a needle book and small pincushion 
should be fastened to the lining of the 
cover. 

The second box should be divided in- 
to compartments to hold spools, scis- 
sors, papers of needles, pins, tape, knit- 
ting needles, crochet hooks, etc., while 
the lower one has one-half divided into 
small compartments to hold different 
styles of buttons, the other half being 
left undivided to hold the tools and 
materials for stocking mending. When 
completed, the whole affair should be 
stained with black walnut stain and 
then varnished, and casters be added 
or not, as desired.

Then dip in alcohol to 
evaporate any remaining water and 
leave it in jewelers’ sawdust till per- 
fectly dry.

Many will be surprised to learn that 
voters at the City election will be asked 
to vote Yes or Noon the question of 
revoking the acceptance of the joint 
caucus act.

Its 
practical workings at the two caucuses 
this year were very satisfactory. It 
must be admitted that some Democrats 
voted the Republican ticket, but the 
number would have been much larger 
had there been no such caucus act. In 
futare years the number of Democrats 
to vote in Republican caucuses would 
be less and less. 

The Democratic caucus was much 
more representative than in former 
years. Where seven or eight have 
usually made the nominations in some 
wards, this year there were 70 or 80. 
In some years less than 100 have voted 
in the Democratic caucuses, while this 
year there were 571. 

There does not appear to be any de- 
mand for the repeal of the act so far as 
it relates to Quincy.

This document, setting forth the 
necessity of reform, {is all the more 
striking and impressive because the 
zemstyo presidents who signed it, 
while elected by zemstvo organizations, 
are confirmed by the government. The 
signatories also included five mar- 
shals of the nobility, the elections to 
which offices are also confirmed by the 
government. 

The memorial will be presented with- 
in a few days to the minister of the 
interior, Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, by 
a delegation composed of the most 
prominent participants in the meeting. 

The zemstvo meeting will now pro- 
ceed with the discussion of the re- 
mainder of the program, which, al- 
though it directly concerns zemstvo 
work, is of minor importance. It con- 
sists, first, of primary education; sec- 
ond, of the disorganization attendant 
on mobilization; third, relief measures 
for the families of those sent to war, 
and fourth, Red Cross work. 

The meeting has been flooded with 
proclamations from radical organiza- 
tions, one of which, coming from social 
revolutionaries, offered support if tue 
zemstvos upheld the principles of the 
memorial it had adopted. The follow- 
ing message, signed by 26 prominent 
Finlanders, was also received: 

“The undersigned, citizens of Fin- 
land, interested in the evolution of 
social and intellectual life of Russia, 
send their sincere and cordial saluta- 
tions to the zemstvo representatives 
assembled in St. Petersburg to study 
the general circumstances which pre- 
vent regular development of Russian 
life. Now that the government has 
just proclaimed confidence in the peo- 
ple, the development of her moral, in- 
tellectual end social forces is hence- 
forth opened to the powerful, generous 
Russian genius. We wish you com- 
plete success in your work of peace and 
concord, and hope it will redound to the 
glory and bappiness of your country.”

SUBWAY FREIGHTS 


SUFFOCATED BY GAS 


Two More Deaths at Lowell and 
Three Others Very Sick 
Lowell, Mass., Nov. 22.—The inhala- 
tion of gas, both coalan illuminating, } 
resulted in two more deaths yesterday, 
waking a total of tour within 24 hours. 


In addition to this, three persons are 
critically {ll from the same cause. The 
latest victims were Onesimo Baril, 44 
years old, and Charles Robert, aged 80. 
The critically ill are Mrs. Charles Rob- 
ert and Mr. and Mrs. C. P. Barcley. 

Baril was found seated on the floor 
near his bed, upon which leaned his 
bead. There has been no illuminating 
gaa in the pipes at the Baril home for 
two days and it is supposed that the 
gas jet was accidentally left open. 
When the flow of gas was once more 
sent through the pipes it soon filled the 
small bedroom occupied by Baril and 
ended his life, 

Charles Robert met his death by in- 
baling coal gas, which escaped from 
the stove fn the sitting room, which 
adjoined the sleeping apartments of 
Robert and his wife. ‘The latter is 
critically ill, but there are hopes for 
her recovery. Had it not been for the 
discovery of Mrs. Robert in an uncon- 
selous condition by neighbors she 
would undoubtedly have met the fate 
of her husband. 

©. P. Barcley and his wife, aged 85 
and 81 years respectively, were found 
in their sleeping room in an  uncon- 
scious condition yesterday afternoon, 
having inhaled coal gas escaping from 
a stove in a nearby room, and having 
been in that condition apparently since 
early morning. In this case two 
neighbors discovered the unconscious 
people in time to avoid a double fa- 
tality. It was only after a strenuous 
hour's work, however, that physicians 
were able to produce a sign of returning 
consciousness.

| Question of Socialism Before 


Federation of Labor 


RESOLUTION IS MODIFIED 


| Samuel Gompers and John Mit- 
chell Called Traitors For Din- 
ing In “Unfair House” With 


President Eliot of Harvard 
San Francisco, Novy. 22.—Monday’s 
| session of the American I’ederation of 
| Labor was most exciting. During the 
heated debate which followed the un- 
expected interjection of the question of 
socialism before the delegates, Samuel 
|Gompers and John Mitchell were 
| charged with being traitors to the 
cause of labor. These charges and the 
bitter soclalistic debate which followed 
| were caused by the {ntroducticn of the 
following resolution by Delegate Ber- 
ger of Milwaukee: 

“Whereas, the unprecedented con- 
centration of wealth in the United 
States and the rapid development of 
' the trusts in almost every branch of 
industry make it obvious that cap- 
itallsm will soon reach its culmination 
point and will have to make room for 
| another phase of civilization; and 
' “Whereas, it is evident that this na- 
| tion is destined to take the lead in the 
grand struggle for better conditions 
' and higher culture; therefore, be it, 

“Resolved, that we hearby recom- 
mend to all organizations affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor 
to have their members study the eco- 
| nomic conditions; to have lectures upon 
these subjects in their lodge rooms, 
homes and in meetings set apart for 
this purpose, and to do everything in 
their power for the enlightenment and 
intellectual advancement of the pro- 
letariat.” 
| The resolution committee reported to 
the convention that it recommended the 
adoption of the measure with the ex- 
}ception of the clause following the 
| first “whereas.” A Socialist delegate 
asked why the particular section should 
| be expurgated. This opened the flood- 
| gates of oratory and yituperation, and 
the battle was uot over until an hour 
and 135 minutes after the regular time 
for adjournment. 

By an overwhelming vote the dele- 
gates then passed the resolution as 
|recommended by the committee, and 


| 


expressed their confidence in John 
| Mitchell and Samuel Gompers. 
Max Hayes, who championed the 


lerfes that they cheered him for sev- 
eral minutes. This caused President 
| Gompers to threaten to clear the hall 
of all visitors if demonstrations of the 
kind were repeated. The debate be- 
came warmer, and some eloquent 
speeches were made. Criminations 
| and recriminations flew thick and fast. 

| Feeling ran so high that John Mitch- 
; ell rose and said that unless Delegate 
' Berger was able to prove his statement 
that he (Mitchell) had been a traitor to 
| the working man he must stand before 
'the eyes of al] present as a convicted 
|liar, Then a motion was made to sus- 
| pend the rules and allow Gompers and 
| Mitchell an opportunity to defend 
| themselves. 

| The trouble rose over a printed slip 


| socialistic doctrine, 80 aroused the gal-

Ostriches Roar Like Lions and Jays 
Are Great Imitators. 

“The roar of the ostrich resembles 
the roar of the lion because the ostrich 
stole from the lion this sound, even as 
one playwright steals from another a 
plot.” 

An ornithologist made that odd as- 
sertion in a taxidermist’s shop. He 
went on to elaborate it as follows: 
“Birds from the ostrich down are im- 
itative. The ostrich where he lives 
alone is silent, but in a country where 
lions abound he roars. Why? Because 
for centuries, admiring the majesty 
and grandeur of the lion's roar, he 
gradually learned to roar himself. Be- 
lieve me, it is fine to see an ostrich 
throw back his little head and emit a 
roar like thunder. 

“Buntings imitate pipits, and green- 
finches imitate yellowhammers. They 
seek their food in the winter together, 
and they gradually steal each other's 
call. 

“The jay is an insatiable imitator. 
Some jays will include in their reper- 
tory not only the whoo-oo of the kite, 
the scream of the buzzard and the hoot 
of the owl, but also the bleat of the 
lamb and the nelgh of a horse. 

“Even the nightingale imitates. In a 
nightingale’s perfect song I have often 
heard the tip-sip-sisisis of the weod 
warbler and the bub-ub-ubble of the 
nuthatch.”— Washington Post.

All the benefits that 
occur from a healthy condition of the 
blood will in a greater or less degree 
be yours, for the manner and complete- 
ness with which the inhaled air comes 
in contact with the blood in the lungs 
are of the utmost importance to every 
vital process. The lungs are a kind of 
furnace, in which the oxygen of the 
air is consumed and combined with 
other elements, a process necessary to 
life, the perfection of which depends 
upon the purity of the air and the man- 
ner of inhaling it. 


CANDLE AUCTIONS. 


The Way Public Sales Were Former- 
ly Conducted In England. 
Candle auction was a well known 
method of procedure in England in the 
early days of the East India company. 
Public notices of such sales were first 
put up at the royal exchange. Wheu 
the day came a candle exactly an inch 
long was placed on the auctioneer’s 
desk. Directly the sale began the 
candle was lighted. So long as it con- 
tinued to burn bidding went on mer- 
rily, but the instant the flame died 
away the goods were knocked down to 

the last bidder. 

In this manner immense consign- 
ments of silks, indigo, spices and so 
forth were disposed of, thousands of 
pounds changing hands during the 
burning of the inch of candle. 

Before the auction began a list was 
read over of the names of persons not 
permitted “to bid at the candle.” This 
contained the names of those who had 
failed to pay their debts or had in any 
way wronged the company, who 
“blacklisted” them in consequence.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

Berger, leader of the Socialists, ware 


presented for consideration.

The convention over- 
w helmingly defeated the measure. 

The second Socialist resolution asked 
the federation to go on record as be- 
ing in favor of petitioning congress to 
pass a bill providing for an old age 
pension for workingmen. This meas- 
ure was also defeated. 

The convention accorded Berger the 
floor under a suspension of the rules, 
that he might make a statement re- 
garding the aspersions cast by the con- 
tents of a printed slip from his news- 
paper office on President Gompers and 
John Mitchell, 

Berger stated that not only did he 
deny the authorship of the slip de- 
claring that Samuel] Gompers and Jobn 
Mitchell had been traitors to the cause 
of labor, but that he knew nothing of 


with the same, and regretted the inci- 
day. 

John Mitchell thereupon arose and 
asked to have stricken from the rec- 
ords the statements made by him to 
the effect that unless Mr. Berger proved 
his charges he must stand before the 
convention stamped asa liar. The con- 
vention gave its unanimous consent to 
this procedure amid applause and 
ended the bitterest controversy yet | 
waged on the floor of the convention. 

The most bitter fight was waged over 
the differences between the boilermak- 
ers and the structural iron workers. 
The matter was finally compromised. 
A score of other disputes between the

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SKELETON IN COURT 


Exhibit Almosc Caused Collapse 
of Nan Patterson 

New York, Nov. 23.—Several 

usual features were presented in the 

supreme court in the trial of Nan Pat- 

terson for the alleged murder of Caesar 


Young. Frederick D. Michaels, the 
eabman, described the cab in which 
Young met his death. He said that 
he heard the sound of a pistol shot and 
that Miss Patterson opened the trap 
a moment later and told him to drive 
to a drug store, but that he did not 
look into the cab. He then told what 
occurred up to the time when” he 
reached the hospital, where Young's 
body was taken. 

During the day a skeleton and two 
pieces of skin from Young’s second 
finger were produced in court by the 
prosecution. The skeleton was shown 
jin order that the course of the 
bullet that killed Young might be 
traced. The state, it is understood, ex- 
pects to use the pieces of skin in re- 
futing the suicide theory. 

The introduction of these exhibits 
caused a sensation in the courtroom 
and for a time Miss Patterson seemed 
on the verge of collapse. 

Several policemen were put on the 
witness stand to testify regarding in- 
cidents that followed the arrest of Miss 
Patterson, and Police Captain Sweeney 
identified the revolver which, he said, 
was found in Young’s pocket after the 
shooting.

23.—‘Good bye; God 
will take care of me,’’ wrote Miss Eliza- 
beth Henkel, aged 20, whose berth 
aboard the steamer Princess Anne was 
discovered to haye been unoccupied 
after she took passage from New York 
for Norfolk and who never has been 
seen since. The paper on which she 
apparently bade farewell to her father 
and life also bore a request that her 
father be notified at Wakefield, Mass. 


Arrest of a “Black Hand’’ Leader 

New York, Nov. 23.—Confessing, the 
police say, that he is a member of the 
“Black Hand society,” Antonio La- 
pello, 28 years old, of West Farms, was 
locked up in the West Chester police 
station last night, charged with kid- 
napping and extortion. The police say 
that Lapello is the chief of the society. 
The arrest was made on the complaint 
of Antonio Baroncini, a contractor, 
whose wife was kidnapped.

The arrest of the father and son 
(Raubuuser) in this city, charged with 
dynamiting the Eureka foundry, and 
their alleged coufessious implicating 
others promise sensational develop- 
ments. Charles F. Waltz, secretary, 
and Charles IF. Williams, attorney for 
the Employers’ association of Cincin- 
nati, and Commissioners Bruggs and 
McClintock of the Nationa! Founders’ 
association, who secured a large force 
of detectives from Chicago, are still 
working on different cases involved in 
the protracted strike, and claim that 
officials of both the international and 
the local unions wil] be involved in 
charges of aiding and abetting law- 
lessuess.

Moore was formerly senior partner in 
the Moore & Bennett Coal company. 
During the great coal strike two years 
ago he conceived and put into execu 
tion a plan to organize a combination 
of leading coal dealers of this city. As 
a result the Lowell Coal company was 
incorporated with a capital stock of 
$125,000. 

The company had prepared to do a 
large business, but they were not 
given the patronage expected. Affairs 
finally reached such a state that on 
last M. LL. Cobb, a whole 
sale coal dealer of Boston, filed an at 
tachment for 883,000 against the con 
cern. At 4o0'clock yesterday afternoon, 
the very time that Moore took his own 
life, a meeting of the creditors and the 
directors ef the company was being 
held here.

New York, Nov. 23.—Joseph Jacobs, a 
detective of District Attorney Jerome's 
staff, who secured the evidence against 
Richard A. Canfield, is under arrest by 
order of Jerome on a charge of perjury, 
based on a confession he made to coun 
sel for Canfield. Jerome says Jacobs 
asked them that as the price of his 
confession be be supplied with suf- 
ficient funds by Canfield to take him 
out of the jurisdiction of the courts. 


Forest Reservations Extended 

Washington, Noy. 23.—In his annual 
report for this year, Commissioner 
Richards of the general land office 
recommends the exercise of more de- 
liberate consideration of propositions 
looking to the establishment of forest 
reserves than has been exercised in 
the past. During the last fiscal year 
nine reserves were created, increasing 
the aggregate area of forest reserva- 
tions to 2,763,494 acres.

If pre 
ferred, the blancmange can be mold- 
ed in breakfast cups. Always dip the 
molds in lukewarm water for a mo 
ment before turning out.

| More Power to Interstate Com- 


“But as the great combinations of rail- 
ways have practically eliminated the 
question of competition, formerly a 
sufficient safeguard, it seems the most 
feasible plan left to protect the public 
from unreasonable and unjust rates. 
No doubt there will be fierce opposi- 
tion, but I believe that an aroused pub- 
lic sentiment will demand the passage 
of the Cooper bill, or one of similar pur- 
port, at the forthcoming session of con- 
gress. ‘The railroad is a necessity, but 
should not be allowed to become a mo- 
nopoly.” 

“What about the merger?’ he was 
asked. 

“That is easily arranged. There will 
be no more open mergers, no great 
holding companies to be the receptacle 
of the stock of the various systems. The 
supreme court settled that question for 
all time. But it does not prevent the 
heads of the various systems from 
meeting In New York or elsewhere, and 
agreeing upon plans and policies for 
their special benefit, and the damage 
of the shipper and the other patrons of 
their roads. It is because of this fact 
that this law should be amended so 
as to give the government supervision 
of rates when found to be unreason- 
able. The merger was a mere incident 
in the great transportation battle that 
will be waged for years to come.” 

“What do you think of the proposi- 
tion that {s being made for an extra 
session of congress to revise the tariff?” 

“As is well known, I have for some 
time favored tariff revision, and that 
it 1s my earnest hope that the president 
will see his way clear to cal! an extra 
session especially for that purpose. On 
the pla‘form, I, in common with other 
Republican speakers, have claimed 
that the tariff would be revised by its 
friends, and there never was a more 
opportune time than at present for do- 
ing that work. Its friends are in con- 
trol of all branches of the government, 
and the president has just been elected 
by the most startling and overwhelming 
popular vote ever given a president in 
this country. With increased power 
given the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and the tariff revised, the peo- 
ple would certainly be getting a ‘square 
deal.’ ” 


Depew Looked After His Fences 

New York, Noy. 23.—The selection of 
a United States senator by the newly 
elected legislature of this state to suc- 
ceed Senator Depew was the subject of 
conferences here between Governor 
Odell, ex-Governor Black and Senator 
Depew. It developed that Depew has 
the written pledges of a majority of the 
legislature to vote for him to succeed 
himself.

Place of America 


| MAKES UNJUST CRITICISM 


Ambassador Choate Replies That 
| We Are Quite Satisfied With 
| Our Name and Speaks of Re- 
generation In Our Public Life--

| Tribute to PresidentRoosevelt 
London, Noy. 20.—The annual 
thanksgiving banquet of the American 
society at the Hotel Cecil last night was 
marked by the presentation to Ambas- 


sador Choate of a portrait of himself, 


painted by Hubert Kerkomer, and paid | 


| for by subscriptions by members of the 


society, An unusual note for such a 
gathering was introduced by Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke, who, proposing Mr. 
Choate’s health, sarcastically derided 
the title “American” ambassador, de- 
claring that the word American im- 
plied domination over the whole of the 
western hemisphere, which the United 
States does not possess and is uot en- 
titled to, as Great Britain is territorially 
a larger power on the American con- 
tinent than the United States. Sir Ed- 
ward suggested that a more suitable 
tithe would be Usona, signifying the 
United States of North America. 

Having in the first public criticism 
here of the state department’s order 
that embassies hereafter shall be 
called “American” thus uttered a “re- 
spectful protest” against the assump- 
tion of the larger name, Sir Edward 
Clarke proceeded to refer to the miser- 
able unpayment of American judges 
aud America’s waste of energies in 
providing for survivors of the Civil war 
and in building ironclads which she 
could never use. 

Ambassador Choate, replying, said 
that Americans were quite satisfied 
with their name, and then referred to 
the recent election in the United States 
as a splendid tribute of devotion and 
affection to a great man. Having re- 
marked upon the regeneration of pub- 
lic life in America, regardless of party, 
now in progress, Mr. Choate alluded to 
the ever-growing friendship between 
Great Britain and America as reason 
for thanksgiving, and added: “I asked 
Lord Lansdowne if he was ready to ne- 
gotiate a treaty of arbitration. ‘Why,’ 
said Lord Lansdowne, ‘it goes without 
saying.’ ” 

Continuing, Mr. Cnoate maintained 
that many things go without saying 
between Great Britain and America, 
above all that they should avoid all 
possible causes of offense and settle all 
differences by peaceful means. He 
paid a high tribute to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury's “rediscovery of Amer- 
ica,” and dilated upon the value of 
visits by such men as the archbishop 
and John Morley. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, pro- 
posing President Roosevelt's health, ex- 
pressed his sincere thanks for the great 
hospitality with which he was _ re- 
ceived in America. He said America 
faced problems greater than the world 
had ever seen, but by a stroke of genius 
had found the man to conquer the dif- 
ficulties. “We on this side,’ said the 
archbishop, “not less than brothers to 
you across the Atlantic, thank God and 
take courage because the destinies of 
America are safe in Roosevelt’s bands.” 

Ambassador Choate’s speech is com- 
mented upon by the London newspapers 
in terms of the strongest approval, and 
| it is taken for granted that the arbitra- 
tion treaty to which he made allusion 
, Will be concluded and ratified promptly 
by the United States senate. 

The Daily Telegraph remarks that 
the great affection and esteem in which 
Mr. Choate is held in England is largely 
apart from his persona! qualities and 
because of the affection in which he was 
held by the late Queen Victoria. 


Consul Lowered the Fiag 

Washington, Noy. 25.—Displeased by 
some action of the vatives, Mr. Davis, 
the American consul] at Alexandretta, 
is reported to have lowered the Amer- 
ican flag from the consulate during a 
recent celebration in honor of the ac- 
cession of the sultan.

How It Elgeted John Johnson Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, 

The state of Minnesota in the recent 
election was carried by President 
Roosevelt by a majority of 125,000, 
while at the same time by a majority 
of 10,000 a Democrat, John A. John- 
son, was chosen governor. This re- 
markable result was brought about 
largely by exceptional incidents that 
the campaign. Mr. 
Johnson is a newspaper editor and 
was born in St. Peter, Nicollet county. 
in 1862. His parents were Swedish im- 
migrants, and this fact was partly re- 
sponsible for his nomination for gov- 
ernor. The Democrats had no expecta- 
tion of the election of their nominee at 


| the beginning of the campaign.

He worked in a gro- 
cery, then in railway construction and 
then in the drug business, which he 
followed until twenty-four years of 
age, when he bought a half interest in 
the St. Peter Herald, which he has 
since edited. He rose in the esteem 
of the community and was sent to the 
state senate, where he made an hon- 
orable record.

-aliber for governor.

The first time I personally had the | 
honor to meet General Kuropatkin he 
was voyenniy natchalnik, or “military | 
commander,” of the new province of | 
Transcaspia. That was in October, |

his headquarters. When I called upon | 
him my overcoat was taken charge of | 
by a Cossack, and I was ushered into | 
a large hall, where I was received and | 
my visit announced by an aid-de-camp. 
The walls of the noble apartment were | 
adorned with Asiatic weapons, ancient | 
and modern, and with portraits of the | 
imperial family. After I had waited a} 


full uniform, for he was about to pre- 
side at a meeting of some sort. He 
is a short but strongly built man, with | 
a black beard and small but kindly | 
and intelligent eyes. I was then just) 
setting out on my first journey to 
good deal of information about the | 
dangerous pass of Terekdavan. Al-| 
though I expected to find it buried in | 


| snow, he did not attempt to dissuade |

But, on the other 
hand, he maintained a rigid military 
discipline and would tolerate neither 
laxity nor weakness. 

In November, 1890, I saw Kuropat- 
kin again in Samarkand. Since then I 
have had several occasions of meeting 
him and when journeying to and from 
Asia have never failed to call upon 
him, either at his house in St. Peters- 
burg or at his datcha, or villa, on one) 
of the islands of the gulf of Finland;

some important errand. Kuropatkin 
invited me to accompany him to wit- 
ness the ceremony, which was then 
about to take place. The Cossacks 
were waiting in the vestibule, each 
wearing the gold medal which he had 
that day received from the czar. The 
general at once addressed the two men 
in a short speech, thanking them for 
the example they had set to their com- 
rades in the army, and then gave to 
each man as a memento a gold watch 
in a case and a roll of gold rubles. 
Everybody who has been brought in- 
to personal contact with General Ku- 
ropatkin must acknowledge that it 
would be difficult to meet with a more 
amiable and attractive personality. 
What most impresses one about the 
powerful yet harmonious nature of the 


| man is the air of unrufiled calm and 


serenity which sits upon his features. 


| His face bears the unmistakable stamp 


of goodness, consideration and self con- 
trol. Never has a deprecatory word 
been uttered about him behind his 
back, and never has a Russian general 
been regarded with greater confidence 
and love by all, from the czar himself 
down to the meanest soldier in the 
ranks. He will have nothing to do 
with favoritism or nepotism; he is 
known for his incorruptible sense of 
justice, and in making his promotions 
he has never been guided by any other 
considerations except those of merit 
and capacity. If he has any favorites 
at all in the army, they are the simple 
Cossacks. He has never abused his 
power. His own brother, whom I met 
at Osh in 1902, was then filling a very 
subordinate post as pomoshnik or as- 
sistant to the district chief of that 
small and insignificant town, which 
might indeed almost be regarded as a 
place of deportation in the heart of 
Asia. 

I have heard people express aston- 
ishment that General Kuropatkin 
should carry icons, or sacred images, 


| with him to the seat of war in the far 


east. But it must not be forgotten that 
yeneral Kuropatkin is a genuine Ortho- 
dox Russian of the old stamp, and, 
notwithstanding his intimacy with 
western Europeans, especially French- 
men, he has always remained a Rus- 
sian. At the same time I believe he 1s 
much too practical a man to put his 
trust in sacred images alone. Nobody 
will, I suppose, dispute the fact that he 
is the ablest of living Russian strate- 
gists and commanders.

A sale of some importance to Quincy, 
Weymouth and Hingham will be held 
Dec. 10. It is property in the town 
of Hingham knowa as the ‘‘Old toll 
gate property lying northerly of Beal | 
street and bounded westerly by Wey-| 
mouth Back riverand portherly by land 
of Peter Bradley. 

At the last Legislature av act Chapter 
285 was quietly secured authorizing the 
trustees of the Hingham and Quincy 
bridges to sell this property, limiting 
the time, however, to Jan. 1, 1905. 
There is a provision that the income! 
received shall constitute a fund to be 
held by the trustees, the income to be 
used for care and maintenance of the 
bridges. 

It seems that there are on this prop- 
erty about fifteen cottages which pay 
an annual income of about $500. The 
cottagers are considerably exercised 
over the proposed sale, as they may be 
compelled to move. ‘They doubt if the 
trustees will obtain larger income 
from the money received from the sale.

A WOODEN INTRODUCTION. 


How Gainsborough Got Acquainted 
With Thicknesse. 

Gainsborough, the artist, was born 
at Sudbury, in England, and there, 
says Lord Ronald Gower, he designed 
his first work of art. The orchard of 
his father’s place had been repeatedly 
plundered of fruit. No one knew who 
the thief might be until one day young 
Gainsborough saw there a rough look- 
ing man leaning his elbows on the 
brick wall. He made a sketch of the 
fellow, and from this portrait the thief 
was afterward identified. 

Later the boy cut out a rough figure 
from wood and painted it in oils in the 
likeness of this man. The scarecrow 
was known as “Jack Peartree. It 
probably represents Gainsborough’s | 
first attempt at working in oils. 

It was the means of introducing the 
artist to one of his most intimate 
friends, Thicknesse, the lieutenant gov- 
ernor of the Landguard fort, near Ips- 
wich. Thicknesse was one day walk- 
ing with a friend when he perceived 
what seemed to be a melancholy faced 
countryman, with his arms locked to- 
gether, leaning over the garden wall. 

He pointed out the doleful figure to 
his companion, who, it seems, was ac- | 
quainted with it. }

An immense natural cave that prom- 
ises to rival the wonders of the Mam- 
moth cave or the Wind cave of 
Black Hills was explored a few days 
ago at Lime Spur, Mont. The cave is 
a recent discovery, and few know of 
its existence, says a dispatch from An- 
aconda, Mont., to the New York Her- 
ald. Not more than four persons have 


the 


| entered the underground region. 


The mouth of the cave is at the top 
of Lime Spur mountain, in Jefferson 
canyon, about forty-two miles from 
Butte, on the Northern Pacific rail- 
road. It is about half a mile from a 
lime quarry owned by D. A. Morrison, 
who also owns the land where the cave 
is found. It was discovered by acci- 
dent, and it was only recently that a 
serious effort was made to find whith- 
er the caverns led. 

In many respects the Lime Spur cave 
has no equal. At a depth of 800 feet 
below the mouth of the cavern the 
chambers widen into rock ribbed halls, 
the walls of which are covered with 
beautiful gypsum and stalactitie tap- 
estry. Translucent columns of stalag- 
mitic formation rise from the rock 
Fes- 


gypsum, studded with sparkling erys- | 
tal, reflect the light from the torches 
of the visitors, and strange colonnades 
of pure white cross and recross the spa- | 
cious chambers. 

Unlike other caves, this cavern | 
plunges into the center of the moun- 
tain instead of offering a horizontal

At the bot- 
tom of the second landing the cave} 
widens into a series of immense cham- 
bers. One room is oddly like the inte- | 
rior of a cathedral, with organ loft, | 
chancel and all. A long row of stalac- 
tites which reach from the lofty ceiling | 
to the floor resembles an immense pipe | 
organ. 

The stalactites vary from six inches 
to ap inch in diameter and when struck 
a heavy blow give forth a deep, sono- 
rous sound that fills the cavern with 
weird harmony. One is of singular 
sweetness and when the blow is re- 
peated several times the cathedral is 
flooded with melody. 

The passage leads from one chamber 
to another until another descent be- 
gins. This time the path leads down a 
steep incline to a depth of 800 feet be- 
low the mouth of the cave. Here a 
wonderfully beautiful sight meets the 
gaze. On every side are walls of milky 
whitesness and oddly fashioned lace- 
work of stalactitic formation. The ceil- | 
ings are high above. Grottos of bewil- 
dering beauty are on every hand. On 
one side one hears the rush of water. | 
A stream of cold water six inches in | 
diameter gushes from a hanging wall | 
and splashes on the floor. The water is 
only a few degrees above the freezing | 
point.

Lieut. Watt gave a very interesting 
paper on the construction of ships. 
gave the advantages and disadvantages of 
steel, iron and wooden ships, and gave 
the dates of the introduction of the 
ships of each kind. ‘The first iron 
built vessel went to sea in 1822, and in 
1850 one-half the ships were iron. In 
1891 wood vessels for ocean traffic had 
practically disappeared, and in the fol- 
lowing year vessels were made of steel. 
Today steel has almost wholly taken 
the place of iron. 

Lieut. Watt concluded by telling a 
little about the many depariments of 
men employed at Fore River, and ex- 
plained briefly how the work is carried 
on there. 

The second subject of the evening 
was ‘‘ Modern Mining,’’ and this sub- 
ject was explained, with the aid of the 
stereopt'con, by Mr. Charles B. Locke, 
instructor at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. Mr. Locke touched 
upoo the mining of all the principal 
ores, and explained how the ore is 


mined, broken up and finally smelted or | 


refined. He threw upon the screen 
pictures which showed clearly what the 
machines used in mining are like, and 
how that great industry is carried on.

Sea Incident 


AMERICA IS TO NAME ONE 


Others Will 
France, England and Russia, to 

. Whom Will Be Left the Se- 
lection of a Fifth Member 


Be Chosen by 


Loudon, Noy. 28.—The foreign office 
has issued the following English 
translation of the declaration signed 
at St. Petersburg on Noy. 25 by Sir 
Charles Hardinge, the British ambas- 
sador, and Count Lawmsdorff, the Rus- 
sian foreign minister: 

“His Britannic majesty’s 
meut and the imperial Russian govern- 
ment, having agreed to entrust to an in- 
ternational commission of inquiry as- 
sembled conformably to articles I to 
XIV of The Hague convention of July 
29, 1899, for the pacific settlement of 
international disputes, the task of elu- 
cidating by means of impartial and 
conscientious investigation the ques- 
tion of facts connected with the in- 
cident which occurred during the night 
of Oct. 21-22, 1904, in the North sea, (on 
which occasion the firing of guns by the 
Russian fleet caused the loss of a boat 
and the death of two persons belonging 
to a British fishing fleet, as well as 
damages to other boats of that fleet and 
injuries to the crews of some of these 
boats) the undersigned being duly au- 
thorized thereto, have agreed upon the 
following provisions: 

“The international commission of in- 
quiry shall be composed of five mem- 
bers (commissioners) of whom two 
shall be officers of high rank in the 
British and imperial Russian navies, 
respectively. The governments of 
France and of the United States shall 
each be requested to select one of their 
naval officers of high rank as a mem- 
ber of the commission. The fifth mem- 
ber shall be chosen by agreement  be- 
tween the four members above men- 
tioned; in the event of no agreement 
belng arrived at between the four com- 
missioners as to the selection of the 
fifth member of the commission the 
Emperor of Austria and the King of 
Hungary will be invited to select him. 
Each of the two high contracting par- 
ties shall likewise appoint a legal as- 
sessor to advise the commissioners and 
an agent officially empowered to take 
part in the labors of the commission. 

“The commission shall enquire into 
and report on all circumstances rela- 
tive to the North sea incident, and par- 
ticularly on the question as to where 
the responsibility lies and the degree of 
blame attaching to subjects of the two 
high contracting parties or to subjects 
of other countries in the event of their 
responsibility being established by the 
inquiry. 

“The commission shall settle the de- 
tails of procedure which it will follow 
for the purpose of accomplishing the 
task wherewith It has been entrusted. 

“The two high contracting parties 
undertake to supply the commission, to 
the utmost of their ability, with all the 
means and facilities necessary in or- 
der to enable it to acquaint itself thor- 
oughly with, and appreciate correctly, 
the matters in dispute. 

“The commission shall assemble in 
Paris as soon as possible after the 
signature of this agreement. 

“The commission shall present its re- 
port to the two high contracting par- 
ties, signed by all the members of the 
commission. 

“The commision shall make all its 
decisions by a majority of the votes or 
the five commissioners. 

“The two high contracting parties 
undertake each to bear on reciprocal 
terms the expenses of the inquiry 
made by it previous to the assembly of 
the commission; the expenses incurred 
by the international commission after 
the date of its assembly in organizing 
its staff and conducting the investiga- 
tions which it will have to make shall 
be equally shared by the two govern- 
ments.” 

Regret is expressed in the London 
newspapers that there is no provision 
in the convention fer the punishment 
of those who may be found responsible 
for the Dogger Bank affair, and The 
Morning Post sarcastically declares 
that Great Britain has created a prece- 
dent for permitting foreign navies to 
fire on British vessels with virtual 
impunity. Otherwise the editorial ar- 
ticles merely echo previously ex- 
pressed opinions.

NOMINATIONS, |THE TAX PROBLEM. 


As They Will Appear on 
Official Ballots. 


Three (Candidates for 
Mayor. 


Only 12 of 23 Councilmen are 
Renominated. 


The City Clerk advertises today, in 
another column, the complete and 
official list of nominations for the City 
election of next Tuesday. 

The Republicans are the only party 
which have made a complete list of 
nominations for office, that is if the 
nomination of Dr. Hunting for School 
Committee at large is credited to 
them. 

Voters in all Wards will find upon 
their ballots three candidates for Mayor, 
from which to select one; several candi- 
dates for Councilmen-at-large, from 
which to select five; three candidates 
for $ School Committee-at-large from 
which to select one; also two questions 
upon which to vote *‘Yes’’ or ‘*No,’’ 
viz—the Joint Caucus Act, and License. 

In each Ward also three Councilmen 
from ward are to be elected, and in 
Wards Two and Three a member of the 
School Committee from each ward. For 
School Committee from wards there are 
no contests, and Fred H. Smith will 
have a walkover in Ward Two and John 
L., Miller in Ward Three. 

In Ward One three Republicans are 
pitted against three Socialists for 
Councilmen, no nominations having 
been made by Democrats. 

In Ward Two there are seven candi- 
dates for the Council,—three Republi- 
cans one Democrat, two Socialists and 
one Independent. 

In Ward Three there are three Re- 
publicans against three Democrats with 
an extra Socialist to make it’ interest- 
ing. 

Iu Ward Four there are three Demo- 
crats against three Republicans and 
two Socialists. 

Ward Five has seven candidates for 
the Council,—three Republicans, one 
Democrat and tbree Socialists. 

Ward Six kas but six candidates, — 
three Republicans against one Demo- 
crat and two Socialists. 

It will be observed that only twelve ; 
of the present City Council have been 


nominated,—eleven Republicans and 
one Democrat,—all of whom will 
probably be reelected. These are: 


Messrs. Nichols, Bass, Gassett, Loud, 
Adams, Stewart, Stone, Piper, Spargo, 
Hughes, Polk and Gearwar. 

Among those who will be missed are: 
Whiton, Hardwick, Thompson, Holmes, 
Johnson, Walsb, Reardon, Nickerson, 
McFarland, Hadlock and Langelier. 


THE COST WANTED. 


All Candidates for Elective Office 
Must File Statements. 


The official ballots used at the recent 
municipal caucuses contained the 
pames of seventy persons seeking 
nominations to elective offices and 135 
names of persons seeking election to 
Ward Committees. Under the caucus 
law each of tbe seventy who sought 
nomination to an elective office must 
make a return to the City Clerk of the 
expenses incurred by him. The time 
for making this return expires Noy. 30, 
and none have yet been received. 

Sioce the caucus the City Clerk has 
sent to each of these 70 the official ex- 
pense blank for them to fill out. In 
addition to the blank which they must 
file of expenses incurred at the cau- 
cuses, those nominated; must later 
file a second blank stating the expense 
incurred by them atthe municipal elec- 
tion. After they are all in the City 
Clerk has to make his return to the 
State authorities. 

The City Clerk also has to notify 
those who received the nomination at 
the caucuses of that fact, and certify to 
the chairmen of the City Committees 
the names of the ward committee 
elected. All of this is but a small part 
of the work which the caucuses and 
election devolve upon City Clerks under 
the election laws.

Boston, Noy. 20.—The sixth annual 
banquet of the Canadian Club of Bos- 
ton at the Hotel Vendome last night 
resolved itself into an international de- 
bate on the question of reciprocal trade 
relations between the United States 
and Canada, George E. Foster, M. P., 
one of the leaders of the Conservative 
party of Canada, opposing the doc- 
trine championed by Eugene N. Foss 
and others. 

The banquet was attended by 150 
former residents of the dominion. Mr. 
Foster, who formerly was intimately 
associated with the late Sir John A. 
MacDonald and later assisted Joseph 
Chamberlain in spreading the protec- 
tion propaganda through England, 
was greeted with great applause when 
he rose to speak. 

After expressing his gratitude and 
appreciation at the welcome bestowed 
upon him the speaker said that those 
who lived in the United States could 
not understand the temper and progress 
of the Canadian people. He said in 
part: 

“In Canada we started with only the 
beginnings of an industrial life. Our 
people were farmers, fishermen and 
lumbermen. Our manufactured articles 
With con- 
federation we began to build up our 
manufactures by giving such a degree 
of protection as woulu make it feasible 
for capital to engage in industrial un- 
dertakings. 

“This principle of protection was 
fostered by the Conservative party and 
when we went out of power our prin- 


| ciples continued to rule, and the Lib- 


eral party has found out that the peo- 
ple are stronger than the doctrinaires 
and that to remain in power they must 
practice the principle of protection— 
which they are doing.” 

The speaker then said that before 
he came to the banquet he was told 
that he would be expected to speak on 
reciprocity. Continuing, he said: 
“What is an absolutely dead question 
with us is very much alive with you. 
While a member of the Canadian goy- 
ernment I made two or three pilgrim- 
ages to Washington and begged your 
senators and representatives to grant 
us reciprocal trade relations. I failed 
in my mission every time. And now 
that the question is dead with us it 
has been raised from its grave by some 
of you Americans. 

“We Canadians approve your great 
power and mighty progress as well as 
the progress you are yet to make. The 
question of reciprocity would be better 
understood by the people on this side 
of the boundary if they understand 
what is taking place in Canada today. 
Iv Canada we believe that we have 
the foundation for the making of a 
great people. To become a great peo- 
ple you had to take hold of your inex- 
haustible resources and develop them 
yourselves by your own labor. 

“We have immense resources in 
Canada. Of lumber our supply is in- 
exhaustible. Between the Rocky 
mountains and the western side of the 
Great wakes we have an area of be- 
tween 200,000,000 and 800,000,000 acres 
of tillable land. Within 10 years we 
shall raise enough wheat on 25,000,000 
acres of land to supply the markets of 
Great Britain, our own market, and 
have considerable left for export to for- 
eign countries.” 

The speaker then asked what would 
be the wheat production when 150,000,- 
000 acres of land are under cultivation. 
Continuing, be stated that w‘thin 10 
years four great parallel Canadian 
trans-Continental railway lines will 
connect the seaports on the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans. Where these rail- 
ways will cross is in the narrowest 
part of the American continent north 
of Mexico, and, therefore, will offer the 
most direct route fortrade. With such 
transportation facilities Canada may 
be trusted to work out her own salvation 
without the aid of any reciprocal treaty 
with the United States. Mr. Foster 
then discussed the reciprocity that 
formerly existed between the two 
countries, and which, he said, was abro- 
gated by the Americans. Now Canada 
does not want reciprocity. 

“Canada,” said the speaker in con- 
clusion, has passed from the provincial 
to the national stage, and from the na- 
tional to the imperialistic. At present 
Canada is a great part in the world- 
wide empire and we intend to give .1e 
mother countsy and the colonies the 
benefit of our products and our trade, 
rather than negotiate a treaty that will 
give us a ‘favored nation’ preference to 
our own kindred.” 

Eugene N. Foss, who was then in- 
troduced, made a plea for reciprocal 
trade relations with the dominion. The 
other speakers made brief addresses,

Louisville, Nov. 29.—The  record-

KNEE BREECHES. 


Their Points of Superiority Over the 
Long Trousers. 

The long trouser has every fault 
which it is possible to combine in a 
single garment. It rubs at the ankle, 
which is not true of the knickerbocker, 
If you turn up the trouser, then you 
create a horizontal crease, which is just 
as bad as the rubbing of the edge. A 
band of leather does not really save 
the trouser from attrition against the 
boot. 

Then consider the knees. No amount 
of pressing or stretching will really 
save a pair of trousers from becoming 
baggy at this singularly inopportune 
joint. The man who is true to his 
trousers must never sit and must nevy- 
er run. Only by standing still or at 
most walking slowly can he preserve 
the contour of his costume. 

Here again knickerbockers solve the 
problem. The chief beauty of knicker-. 
bockers is that they are baggy at the 
knees. Their virtue is the trousers’ 
vice. And there are other advantages. 

On a muddy day a man with long 
trousers finds that they are covered 
with dust. He cannot send them to 
the wash and has to trust entirely to 
the clothes brush or vacuum cleaner. 
But in the case of stockings, all he has 
to do is to put on a new pair next 
morning. 

It is therefore no wonder that two 
pairs of trousers are necessary to last 
out one “coat and vest,” whereas two 
“coats and vests” are necessary to last 
out one pair of knee breeches.—London 
News

Atmosphere  Stagnant 
With locompetency. 


What the City Needs is Men, Men, 
MEN. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Municipal reforms generally proceed 
by fits and starts. The great, good- 
natured masses of the peopleare patient 
and long-suffering, but once in a while, 
when things become intolerable, they 
take hold with a willand bavea cleaning- 
up. Is Quincy about ready for such an 
overbauling at the present time ? 

The present Mayor soon goes into re- 
tirement, and his personality and gen- 
eral intluence upon the affairs of the 
city may be passed over in silence. But 
certain of the city’s paid officials are 
very busy just now in putting glue in 
the seats of their chairs and screwing 
their chairs to the floor so as not to be 
pulled out easily. Fortunately, Quincy 
folks know how to rig a derrick almost 
anywhere if necessary. 

Lawyer McAnarney’s first letter gave 
us at least a little puff of fresh air in 
an atmosphere stagnant with incompe- 
tency, indolence, petty politics and 
stale tobacco. He diagnosed the dis- 
ease clearly enough, though it is not 
likely that everybody will agree with 
him as to the best form of charter. 

In connection with city charters the 
question of divided or concentrated re- 
sponsibility has been discussed pretty 
extensively in recent years, and the last 
word has not been said yet. The writer 
undertakes to say, however, that no 
kind of a charter poultice will care the 
sores on this body politic. 

What we need is mes, men, MEN! 
Men of such character, ability and an- 
tecedents as to compel the respect and 
confidence of the wholehody of citizens. 
Men whose proved ability and energy 
haye brought success and not failure in 
their own business, Men who can get 
a living some other way, if necessary, 
than by banging around the public crib. 
Men who, aside from their salaries, will 
put a good measure of patriotism and 
public spirit into theirwork. Men who 
will be too busy with weighty matters 
of public concern to spend their time 
in pitiful little games of small politics 
in order to keep their places. Give us 
such men and almost any old charter is 
good enough. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

Now for one or two particulars. All 
good citizens are interested in the 
economical spending of the public 
money. How does the Street Depart- 
ment stand in this regard? And this 
department is naturally taken first be- 
cause it is most in the public eye. It 
is a matter of common remark that no 
private corporation could exist a year 
under the lazy, inefficient and wasteful 
management of thisdepartment. In the 
opinion of many conservative observers 
the city laborers do not earn more than 
one-half of their wages; and one-half 
really means 50 per cent, 

Take two or three typical cases, 
which can be multiplied indefinitely by 
almost anybody. A gang of men are re- 
pairing the street. The ‘‘gang’’ seems 
to consist of a boss, possibly self-ap- 
pointed, and two workers. The boss 
leans against a post and smokes placidly 
while superintending the gentle efforts 
of the two other beings who dawdle in- 
effectively with pick and shovel, and 
keep their pipes alight. One able- 
bodied man, working alone under a 
proper system of responsibility and 
rigid discipline, would do more work 
than this gang of three, and at one- 
third of the expense. 

The road-roller gang was ‘‘working” 
one day on Granite street. The huge 
and costly machine was standing stock 
still, while a chance loafer, with his 
foot on the bub, talked leisurely with 
the engineer, and the whole yang of 
laborers leaned sympataetically on their 
shovels, smoked, and viewed the 
scenery. There was absolutely ‘*noth- 
ing doing” as long as the observer had 
time to watch. 

A gang of workmen was setting 
curbstones on one of our bill streets 
where a near-by resident, detained at 
home by illness, could watch opera- 
tions. Tha pretended ‘‘work’’ would 
| better be called a game of loafing and 
smoking, since three and one-half hours 
of real work would have accomplished 
| the day’s task, 

Last winter a gang of ten or twelve 
meD appeared on another hill street on 


eded, they came to a place where a 
deep drift had stopped the gutter so 


that a torrent of water was gullying | 
quite | 


out the street and sidewalk 
badly. Here was real work in sight, 
and it gave those beroes pause! They 
looked at the job ruefully, made two 
or three half-hearted dabs at it, held a 
consultation, along with a _ general 
lighting of pipes, then sauntered calmly 
up thestreet wherethe work was easier, 
and left the gullying to go on! The 
total value of that whole gang’s work 
that day was exactly zero, and every 
cent of wages paid them was thrown 
away. And such instances may be 
multiplied indefinitely by any one who 
has eyes to see. 

Sometimes it is urged in excuse for 
such a state of things that some of the 
city employes, while not quite able- 
bodied, would have to be supported by 
the city any way, and that itis good 
economy to get at least a little work 
out of them. 

Shall we then make the city service a 
refuge fur incapables? It would be 
hard to imagine a more absurd or 
costly working principle than that. If 
the incapables must be supported, by 
all means put them in a class by tlem- 
selves, and let them rake leaves or 
count pebbles, but keep them out of 
the real working force. The lazy and 
incompetent members of a gang will 
inevitably demoralize all the others if 
not summurily weeded out. The city 
can take its pick of all the strongest, 
most efficient and most energetic men 
that can be found, because city wages 
are high, hours are sbort and pay is 
sure, 

The above considerations apply with 
even greater force to foremen and bosses 
than to the rank and file, and it is hard 
lines, indeed, for the taxpayers of any 
city (if such a one could be imagined) 
which has kept in its employ year after 
year foremen who are notoriously and 
brazenly lazy and incompetent, and 
whose influence and conduct are enough 
to demoralize even the best of work- 
men. 

Sometimes it is urged feebly that 
such men are hard to shake off on ac- 
count of civil service rules. Now the 
writer, though not a lawyer, believes 
that no sach difficulty exists, and that 
the matter should be settled authorita- 
tively once for all, The plain intent of 
the law is that useful and competent 
public servants shall not be displaced 
at the mere whim of every new set of 
politicians who may come inco power. 

The phrase usually quoted is that a 
person cannot be discharged ‘‘ except 
for cause."’ Does that mean that be is 
safe in his position as long as he keeps 
the ten commandments? Is there any 
better ‘‘cause’’ than incompetency and 
laziness, attested by a cloud of wit- 
nesses? Things have come to a pretty 
pass if there is no way to get rid of a 
city employe who is generally known 
to be useless and unfit. Public work 
costs enough without wasting wages on 
mea whose services are of no value. 

ASSESSMENT OF TAXES. 

Now a word about the taxes. I 
there anybody at this late day who is 
fooled by the silly annual juggling with 
tax rates? Does the taxpayer get any 
comfort out of the slightly reduced tax 
rate, when his tax bill is no smaller? 
What the people want is not lower tax 
rates but lower tax bills. 

To lower the rate and raise the valua- 
tion is merely to pull one foot out of 
the mud while the other sinks deeper 
in the mire. A low rate multiplied by 
a high valuation is the same as a high 
rate by a low valuation. Which sounds 
rather elementary: and yet it is the 
simple principle which the politicans 
try to twist vut of shape each year. 

There is absolutely but one thing to 
consider jn connection with valuation, 
and that is to make it equitable, which 
means to treat everybody exactly alike. 
It makes no difference whether the val- 
uation is high or low if the same 
standard is used for all. 

The simple, honest and obvious thing 
to do is to have impartial experts assess 
each and every piece of property in the 
city equitably at its fair market value, 
and then fix a rate which, multiplied 
by the total valuation, will bring the 
amount of money needed for city 
expenses. And if taxes are then too 
high, it will be because the public 
money is not spent economically. 

There is no possible hocus-pocus 
with rates and valuations which will 
ease the taxpayer, and the only way to 
make taxes lower is to stop wasting 
the public money! 

There is a chunk of frozen truth! 
Please pause a second or two for it to 
melt and soak in! And if the politician 
would still be prattling of rates and 
valuations, ‘‘Trost him not, he is 
fooling, fooling thee.’’

coo Note From Him 


MONEY MYSTERY GROWS 


Striking Similarity in Certain 
Features Between Cleveland 
Woman’s Operations and Those 


of Therese Humbert 


Boston, Noy. 30.—Speculation wheth- 


er an American Therese Humbert has 
been unearthed in the person of Cassie 
L. Chadwick, wife of Dr. Leroy 8. 
Chadwick, a reputable physician of 
Cleveland, affords a present nine days’ 
wonder, If the statement that she bas 
Lypothecated a note for $500,000, pur- 
porting to be signed by Andrew Car- 
uegie but publicly repudiated by him, 
is substantiated, the wonder way last 
longer than that. 

Much also depends upon develop- 
ments in the common pleas court at 
Cleveland, where Treasurer Reynoids 
of the Wade Park bank has been sub- 
poenaed to produce certain securities 
which he is said to hold in trust for 
Mrs. Chadwick. Mrs. Chadwick has 
also been subpoenaed to produce cer- 
tain notes and other valuables of 
which she mmay be possessed, but she 
was in New York, outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the Obio court and presumably 
beyond the reach of an Obio process 
server, 

Ou the strength of the alleged se- 
curities heid in trust for her by Reyn- 
olds, said to be worth $5,000,000; be- 
cause of a $500,000 note, purporting to 
have been made by one of the richest 
men in America and owned by her; and 
by virtue of other valuable evidences 
of wealth, either exhibited by her or 
apparently slown to exist in trust for 
her or held as collaterai for other loans 
to her, Mrs. Chadwick bas obtained 
large loans from banks as well as 
from individuals. 

The amount of her obligations no one 
pretends to estimate; but her operations 
covered a wide range of territory. One 
Ohio bank has already suspended be- 
cause her paper has not been met at 
maturity, and the present publicity re- 
garding her affairs is due to a suit 
brought by «a Massachusetts man. 
This suit is to recover $190,800 for 
money loaned. Several other claims 
have reached the stage of legal pro- 
ceedings. 

It is interesting to note that Reyn- 
olds, the suppositious trustee, says he 
knows of uo $500,000 note, that he has 
none such in his possession and does 
not believe it exists, and that he has 
no jewels belo g to Mrs. Chadwick. 
Altogether, the sitilarity of Mrs, Chad- 
wick’s millions held in trust to the 
millions sealed by the French courts 
in the Humbert safe will occur to 
everyone. 

The Massachusetts man who is su- 
ing Mrs. Chadwick is Herbert B. New- 
ton, formerly of Haverhill, but now of 
Brookline. His loan to Mrs. Chadwick, 
be says, Was made as a Strictly busi- 
ness matter, she having satistied him 
of her complete tinancial responsibility.

SHALL WE WAIT? 


Continued trom page I.) 


assessing carefully and thoroughly each 
and erery piece of property every year? 
Of course an outsider can judge only 
by occasional straws, but straws show 
which way the wind blows. 

Some years ago a building standing 
on a certain piece of land was torn 
down, burnt or removed. After the 
building was gone it was. assessed, 
along with the land, for several years 
the same as before, and the owner 
through timidity or ignorance paid the 
bills. How could such athing happen? 
Is it possible that the assessors, princi- 
pals, and assistants, sat smoking com- 
fortably in their offices year after year 
and copied old lists instead of going 
carefully through every part of the city 
every year to note changes and improve- 
ments and revise estimates ? 


This incident is given merely asa 
type, in the belief that readers can 


supply other instances of slipshod work 
if they choose. The mistake mentioned 
happened to be against the taxpayer, 
and naturally came to light after a 
while, but if such careless work is go- 
ing on, who shall say how much money 


the city is losing by wistakes in the 
taxpayer’s favor? As_ poor, frail 


human nature is at present constituted, 
citizens who are undertaxed are not 
likely to tumble over each other in 
rushing to City Hall to bave mistakes 
corrected. 

BURDEN OF TAXATION. 

Some persons seem to think that the 
great bulk of taxes is borne by rich 
people who do not feel the burden, and 
consequently the affairs of the city 
should be managed with large gener- 
osity and without too much regard for 
the small economies. 

But the heaviest burden of taxation 
does not fall on the rich. ‘There are 
hundreds of small homes in the city 
where the annual tax bills are awaited 
with dread and apprehension. There 
are widows who have been left with 
scant maintenance, but who are trying 
to keep their little homes for their 
children, while carrying a heavy burden 
of interest and taxes. 

There are hundreds of industrious 
mechanics who, with laudable thrift 
and ambition, have bought small homes 
and are striving manfully to maintain 
them out of small incomes, and to 
whom the tax collector is a dreaded 
visitor. 

These are the people who have the 
best reason for demanding that no dol- 
lar of the public money shall be waisted ; 
that every employe of the city shall 
give back in work the full value of his 
salary or wages; that the great quanti- 
ties of supplies used by the city shall 
be bought as cheaply and used as care- 
fully as a large cash buyer would do in 
his own private business; that public 
works, while substantial and durable, 
shall not be lavishly expensive; and, 
finally, that after an equitable valuation 
made by experienced and disinterested 
experts, and carefully revised every 
year, every dollar of lawful] taxes shall 
be impartially collected. If anybody 


through mistake escapes a part of his 

taxes, it means that his neighbor will 

have to pay more than their due share 
in order to make up the loss. 
SMOKING HABIT. 

Several allusions have been made 

to the all-prevalent smoking habit 

among city officials and employees 


while on duty. Now the writer is not 
a crank reformer of any kind, nor is he 
running an anti-tobacco crusade; in 
fact he smokes a little himself occa- 
sionally. But he believes thoroughly 
that smoking is only for the place and 
time of leisure, and not for the hours 
of active, earnest and effective work.
